in as desperate plight—from the republican 
standpoint—in some of these states in the 
east as they are in the middle west, where 
he has been campaigning, so he has decided 
to put aside the dignity of his office and 
throw the entire weight of the presidential 
inffluence to the support of the republican 
congressional] candidates. 

It is the most flagrant case of political 
junket that any occupant of the white 
house has ever given. That McKinley, who 
is, on the surface at ieast, a considerable 
stickler for the white house  proprieties, 
should have consented to this active cam- 
paigning furnishes another illustration of 
his complete domination by Hanna, who 
has insisted upon the trip, and shows most 
plainly the desperation of the republican 
cause, 

Will He Keep Quay? 

The peace jubilee at Philadelphia is to 
furnish the ostensible reason for the inau- 
guration of this eastern junket. 

Some time ago President McKinley stated 
that because of the pressure of public busi- 
ness it would in all probability be impossi- 
ble for him to go to Philadelphia. He did 
not formally decline toX be present, but 
gave the visiting delegation to understand 
that while they might, for advertising pur- 
poses, hold out the possibility of a presi- 
dential visit, he would be compelled later 
on to decline. 

Now, however, it is announced from the 
white house that he will accept. Presumably 
the public business has been so furthered 
by his junket through the west that he can 
ind time not only for the Philadelphia trip, 
but for a tour extended over several states. 

Of course the Philadelphia end of it is 
nothing. It is true that Matt Quay is in 
desperate straits over there, but the presi- 
dent would not openly dare stand to 
Matt’s end of the controversy in which 
that worthy is engaged with so many 
strong republicans. The best Matt can hope 
is that in some way McKinley wil] empha- 


size the necessity of “‘sticking to the party 


nominee,”’ which would mean Matt's man, 
Bill Stone, and a lot of his crooked heelers 
who are legislative nominees. ‘ 


New York the Objective Point. 

But it is in New Jersey, and particularly 
in New York, where Hanna figures that 
the presidential visit wil] do a big lot of 
good. Hobart and Senator Sewell have beg- 
ged that he be sent into their state, where 
there are dangers of republican 
and he is to make his visit upon the vice 
president at his Paterson home solely for 
the purpose of aiding the republican cause. 

This will admit of his being swung 
through practically the length of New Jer- 
sey. 

From there it is a step over to New 
York. The republican plan of campaign 
contemplates a short stay in New York af- 
ter the New Jersey trip, and then a run 
through Connecticut and to Boston. The 
Connecticut end of this portion of the trip 
is expected to be the important end from 
the politica} standpoint. Secretary Porter 
says there is grave necessity for missionary 
work even in that stronghold of the gold 
standard. 

May Swing Around New York. 

The republican managers frankly state 
that their idea is to arouse the republican 
enthusiasm, which they say is very dor- 
mant. When they have to arouse the re- 
publicans of Connecticut and Massachusetts 
they are indeed in desperate straits. 

New York is really the objective point 
of the entire attack. The wail that went 
up from Chauncey Depew the other day 
is a sample of what messages come to re- 
publican headquarters here every day. 

It was for the purpose of telling McKin- 
ley of the exact situation and of the neces- 
sity of a visit from him that Depew went 
west. It is as the result of that conference 
that the New York trip has been decided 
upon. 

There may, indeed, be two trips into the 
Empire State. It ts also on the cards for 
McKinley to go out to his Canton home at 
election time by way of New York state, 
going up the Hudson to Albany and then 
through what ought to be the strongly re- 
publican section to Buffalo and then down 
to Cleveland and Canton. 

Perhaps he will make it all in one trip.

MADRID PAPER SUPPRESSED. 


JOURNAL FAILS TO COMPLY WITH 
THE RULES. 

Madrii, October 21.—El Nacional, 
the conservative organ which is sup- 
porting General Weyler, was ordered 
suppressed for publishing an article 
not previously submitted to the censor 
though its editor, Sener Figuera, a 
member of the chamber of deputies, 
has been imprisoned.

SECRETARY GAGE SUSTAINED. 


Cabinet Member Has Discretion in 
Selling United States Bon/s. 
Washington, October 21.—Judge Cox, in 
the district supreme court, today decided 
the cases of George B. Wightman and 
of William H.. Wharton against Secretary 
Gage, in favor of the secretary of the 

treasury. 

One suit sought an injunction, and the 
other a mandamus, the basis of complaint 
in each being the rejection by the secre- 
tary of the treasury of bids submitted 
for the recent war loan bond issue by the 
complainants. Secretary Gage rejected the 
bids, the bidders really repre- 
sented certain institutions. 

Judge Cox today held that under the act 
of congress the secretary of the treasury 
had discretion in the award of the bonds, 
and that the intent of congress was that 
they should go to individuals to the exclu- 
Sion of banks and corporations.

Washington, October 21 —Secretary Long 
today received a telegram from Rear Ad- 
miral Schley, at San Juan, Porto R'co, say- 
ing that the evacuation commission, of 
which he is a member, has concluded its 

work. 

In response to this telegram the secre- 
tary of the navy telegraphed Admiral 
Schley to proceed with his clerks and a 
copy of the report of the commission to 
Tompkinsville, N. Y., on the cruiser Newark 
and to report his arrival to the department. 

The Newark has just arrived at San 
Juan. 


DEWEY SENDS MESSAGE HOME. 


Admiral Says Nothing of Any Con- 
flict with Insurgents’ Boats. 

Washington; October 21.—A telegram was 
received by the secretary of the navy to- 
day from Admiral Dewey, at Manila, say- 
ing that the collier Nero arrived at Taku 
on the 16th with her coal on fire, and sug- 
gesting that as be has no further use for 
that vessel she be sent nome. 

Admiral Dewey said nothing with regard 
to the political gituation in the Philippines, 
or the capture of any more ships belonging 
either to the Spaniards or to the insurgents, 
or at least, if he did, the officials of the de- 
partment will not admit it. 


IS WITH AMERICAN CATHOLICS. 


Pope Has Given Orders That Attacks 
on Father Heicker Shall Cease. 

New York, October 21.—A dispatch to The 
World from Rome says the pope has given 
orders, The Popolo Romano announces, 
that all attacks on American Catholics 
Shall cease and all complaints against the 
doctrines of Father Heicker shall be with- 
drawn. 

The anti-vatican organ, The Italio, de- 
sirous of exaggerating the Heicker incident, 
says that The Civita Cattolica is about to 
publish an attack on Americanism, and 
adds that a campaign against Americans 
is being carried on in Rome by powerful 
underground influences, which the pope, 
though personally well disposed toward 
Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland, 
is unable to resist, 

The report that the pope has placed 
Father Heicker’s book on the index ex- 
purgatorius is denied. 


BROOKS SEES THE COMET AGAIN. 


Observation with a Moderate Sized 
Telescope Is Possible. 

Geneva, N. Y., October 21.—Dr. William 
R. Brooks, director of Smith observatory, 
secured another observation today of the 
comet discovered by him last evening. 

Its position at 5 a. m. was right ascen- 
sion 14 hours 46 minutes, declination north 
59 degrees 33 minutes. The comet is in 
Draco and moving quite rapidly southeast. 

It has a_ stellar nucleus and may be 
observed with a moderate sized telescope,

Peace Commissions Have Not 
Completed First Article 


CUBAN DEBT IN THE WAY 


Spaniards Insist That United States 
Shall Assume the Obligation, 


AMERICANS — POSITIVELY = REFUSE 


Joint Sessien of Two Hours and a Half 
Results in No Change and the 
Bodies Adjourn To Meet To- 
gether Again on Next 

Monday. 


Par’s, October 21.—The United States 
and Spanisa peace commissions held scpa- 
rate sessions this morning, and a joiat 
session opened this afternoon which iast- 
ed from 2 o'clock to 4:30 o’clock. 

During this time the commissioners dis- 
cussed the second series of written ar- 
guments put forward by the Spaniards fOr 
tne purpose of prevailing upon the Amer. 
ican commissioners to assume the Cuban 
No definite conclusion was reacined, 
and the commissioners adjourned until 
Morday, when the Cuban question will 
again be discussed, 

It is probable that this feature of the 
negotiations will be disposed of next 
week. 

Thus far there have teen seven joint ses- 
sions, fcur of which have been devoted to 
the discussion of the first article of the 
protocol. In this manner two weeks have 
passed and no result hag been reached. 
The American conimissioners have lis- 
tened to all the arguments of the Span- 
iards, but they have not changed the po- 
sition which they first assumed in refus- 
ing to take over the Cuban debt. 

An effort is being made here to create 
the impression that there is some under- 
standing between the United States and 
Spain regarding the Philippine islands, out- 
side of the siatements contained. in the 
third article of the protocol. That articie 
embodies the only agreement between the 
United States and Spain in regard to the 
Philippines, and it clearly sets forth that 
the United States will occupy and hold 
the city, bay and harbor“of Manila pend- 
ing the conclusion of a treaty of peace 
which shall determine the disposition and 
government and control of the Philippine 
islands. 

Beyond this protocol agreement it can 
be asserted with corfidence, there is no 
other understanding on the subject between 
the United States and Spain. The pur- 
pose of the United States and the agree- 
ment arrived at with Spain was that the 
ecntrol and government of the Phuilip- 
pine islands should be decided by the com-

missions now sitting here, and Spain un-, 


derstood that the protocol] did not deter- 
mine anything as to Spain’s ultimate sov- 
ereignty in the Philippine islands. It was 
understocd by both pcwers that the pro- 
tocoi was 4A compact by which it was 
agreed that the peace commissions should 
determine ti.e future disposition of the 
Philippine islands. This will be done when 
the Crvban question is settled and after the 
points relating to Porto Rico and the Lad- 
rones have been passed upon. 


SPAIN EXPECTS ASSISTANCE. 


Madrid Officials Are Disappointed 
Over Peace Negotiations. 
London, October 22.—The Madrid corre- 

spondent of The Standard says: 

The dspleasure and disappointment 
felt in official circles at the tailure of 
the skilled strategy of Senor Montero 
Rios concerted with Senor Sagasta and 
Duke Almodovar de Rio to minimize the 
consequences of the war are keen and 
profound. 

Spain is fighting hard because future 
busigets and her finances generally de- 
pend upon being relieved of much of 
the possible Cuban burden. 

The drift of negotiations greatly in- 
crease the difficulties of the regency be- 
cause the United States are equally un- 
bending in their demands for’ a more 
speedy evacuation of Cuban than the 
naval and findnectal resources of Spain 
wil] permit, although Senor Sagasta is 
anxious to bring home the soldiers in 
order to stop cxpense., 

But the government is anxious be- 
cause the Americans have not shown 
their hand regarding the Philippines. 
The foreign office has grounds for sup- 
posing that the United States will not 
follow Admirfl Dewey's cautious ad- 
vice and the opinions of high naval au- 
thorities in America which are decidedly 
adverse to meddling with the Philip- 
pines beyond stations for military rela- 
tions. So that the hints that Spain 
would be giad to retain the Philip- 
pines, conceding religious toleration 
and undertaking not to sell without 
giving the United States a chance to 
bid, indicate that somehow Spain once 
more seems to expect continental as- 


sistance. 


Insurgents Enforce Heavy Penaities. 
Manila, October 21.—The insurgents are 
enforcing an export duty of $35 a ton upon 
hemp from southern ports brought to Ma- 
nila. They are also enforcing 5 per cent 
tonnage upon steamers and 20 per cent 
upon freights. The ..merican and Brit- 
ish firms are instructe’ to pay these 
charges, though they protest strenuously 
against the arrangements as the more un- 
just because goods are entering Manila 
by railway from the north, which evade 
duty and can undersell the legitimate 
trade. 


Increase in Mineral Entries. 

Washington, October 21.—From informa- 
tion obtained of the general land office, 
it appears that there was an increase of 
nearly 400 mineral] entries during the fiscal 
year 1898.as compared with 1897. This, it 
is said, indicates a marked revival of the 
mining industry, which had fallen to its 
lowest ebb in 1895, when but 757 entries were 
made. 


/SHOT HIM THROUGH TEMPLE. 


ARCHITECT GRUBE KILLED BY 
CONTRACTOR CHAFFIN. 


Tragedy in Greenville, Ss. C., Yesterday 
Morning Growing Out of a Quarrel 
Between Parties Building. 


Greenville, 8. C., October 21.—(Special.)— 
Warren E. M. Grube, architect, was shot 
and instantly killed this morning by John 
G. Chaffin, contractor. The shooting occur- 
red six feet from Grube’s office door in the 
upstairs hall of the City National bank 
building. Grube had made several com- 
plaints about Chaffin’s work on a house of 
which Grube was supervising architect, and 
two months ago they had a fight, Grube 
being knocked down. More trouble resulted 
and Chaffin nalled up the house, refusing 
to turn it over until paid certain amounts. 
Grube st!ll refused to accept the work 
and ordered it put right by October 27th. 

This morning Chaffin went to Grube’s 
officé, and it 1s probable a ficht occurred. 
Both men entered the hall, Chaffin toward 
the front stairway and Grube behind with 
a small piece of scantling. Wr. Wiliam 
Norwood. from his office in the same butfld- 
ing. heard a fuss and going to the door 
heard Chaffin curse Grube with vile enf- 
thets. Grube asked what Chaffin said anv 
Chaffin shot. 

Blows may 
Norwood, the only eye-witness, was not fn 
good position to see. Grube's right eye Its 
Wlack and Chaffin has a scar on the arm. 
The ball entered Grube’s left 
he dropned dead. He was a young man 
who had been here two years and was to 
have been married next month. His home 
is in Rochester, N. Y., and the body will

BUBONIC PLAGUE IN VIENNA. 


Physician Who Attended Victim Ex- 
hibits Symptoms of Fatal Maiaay. 
Vienna, October 21—Dr.. Mueller, the 


physician who attended Herr Bartsch, the 
assistant in Professor Nothnagle’s bacte- 
Triological estabiishment, who contracted 
the bubonic plague while assisting in cul- 
tivating the plague bacillus, and who was 
buried yesterday with remarkable precau- 
tions, is himself seriously ill, exhibiting 
every symptom of the fata] malady. 

There has been no improvement in the 
condition of the two nufses who attended 
Herr Barisch. The symptons of one are al- 
ready pronounced hopeless? 

The lectures at the pathological institute 
have been suspended and all Dr. Nothna- 
gle’s assistants and attendants have been 
isolated. The government has appointed a 
committee containing representatives of na- 


thonal and municipal bodies to adopt meas- 
ures to prevent the spread of the plague. 


AMERICANS GIVEN ADVICE. 


London Paper Hopes United States 
Won’t Assume Cuban Debt. 
London, October 21.—The Speaker, in a 
long article on the peace commission, says: 
“The reluctance of America to annex Cu- 
ba is mainly due to a desire to escape the 
burden of the Cuban debt. At the same 
time, the doctrine of international law by 
which a debt incurred by a ruler binds his 
Successors rests upon slight foundation. 
“It is monstrous that a tyrant should be 
able to burden future generations simply 
because he is in possession of the mate- 
rial government. If investors felt that in- 
ternational law loans incurred against the 
will of the people would not attach to the 
country in the event of a change of gov- 
ernment, there would be less of that mon- 
etary support of misgovernment whfch has 
disgraced the high finance of the nineteenth 

century. 

“For fifty years Spain has ruled Cuba in 
defiance of the will of the Cuban people 
and in spite of the eonstant protest of the 
United States. The cost of her military 
operations there has been met by loans spe- 
cially charged on Cuba. In the first place, 
in order’to punish the Cubans, and in the 
second, in order to arrange for a cheap re- 
treat in the event of being drjven out by 
America. 

‘In a word, the debt has been charged up- 
on Cuba largely with the object of saddling 
it upon the United States. The bondhold- 
ers were encouraged to look to the sup- 
posed doctrine of international law as 
part of the security, while they knew they 
. would lend to Spain against the will of 
both Cuba and America. It is to be hoped 
that the United States, while assuming 
sovereignty over Cuba, will refuse to pay 
any part of the debt except the money 
used in the development of the island 
thereby setting a most useful precedent of 
which tyrants and financiers will do well 
to take note.”

WINLEY TALKS 
H TWO STATES 


President Crosses Indiana and 
Ohio on His Retun Trip 


GREAT RECEPTIONS EXTENDED 


Two Speeches Are Made by the Chief 
Executive Before Breakfast 


HE STOPS AT. IRDIANAPOLIS 


President Speaks to the Hoosiers 
About Hendricks and Harrison 
and Arouses Great Applause. 

He Passes Through 
Cincinnati. 


Cincinnat!, O., October 21.—One continu- 
ovs ovation has marked the passage of 
President William McKinley today over 
the states of Indiana and. Ohio. Defying 
the wind and rain of a most disagreeable 
October day, the citizens of these states 
have- congregated in great numbers at 
every station along the line and never 
have they been disappointed, for the pres!i- 
dent has graciously appeared at every 
point where crowds awaited his coming, 
to speak a few words to his constituents 
and receive their approving cheers. 

Perhaps the most imposing demonstra- 
tion of the day was at Indianapolis, whcre 
the streets through which the president 
was driven to the statehouse were jammed 
with cheering people. Here, on the steps 
of the state capitol, almost within the 
Shadow of the statue of Thomas A Hen- 
dricks, the president delivered one of the 
most striking and elcquent addresses of 
his lcng western tour. In the course of it 
he paid graceful tribute to the memory of 
Hendricks and referred also to ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison, both of which references 
were received by the people with deafening 
applause. 

At Connersville, Ind., a two-months-old 
baby was handed over the railing of the 
rear platform into the arms of Secretary 
Wilson, who presented to the president his 
youngest namesake—Willlam McKinley. 

Before breakfast the president addressed 
two immense audiences. The meetings were 
at Logansport and Kokomo. At the latter 
phace the scene was one of the most inspir- 
ing of the entire trans-Mississippi tour. In 
spite of dampness and the cold wind that 
swept down from the north, the crowd was 
enormous. Hundreds of school children 
were in attendance, each provided with a 
flag and all giving lusty cheers for the 
president. 

Starts the Day at Logansport. 

The booming of cannon and shrieking of 
steam whistles roused the president from 
sleep shortly after 6 o'clock and at 7 o’clock 
he spoke to 5,000 at Logansport. Kokomo 
was reached at 7:30, and here the president 
was warmly cheered by a gathering that 
seemed wholly out of proportion to the 
size of the town. At Tipton, which was 
the next stop, the president spoke in part 
as follows: 

“My fellow citizens: We have lately had 
such a revival of paty™tism in this country 
as we have never had since the earliest 
days of our history. North and south are 
now together brought; they own the same 
electric thought; in peace a common flag, 
Salute, and in war follow a common flag, 
willing to dle beneath its folds (applause). 
That is what the war has done for the 
people of the United States. What it has 
done for other people is yet to be deter- 
mined and as I look into your faces I 
know that you would have this nation help 
the oppressed people who have by the war 
been brought within the sphere of our in- 
fluence.’’ (Great applause.) 


At Indianapolis the public schools sus- 
pended for the forenoon and all the pupils 
of the grammar grades occupied University 
park, around three sides of which the presi- 
dential party passed in procession. 

The presidential party disembarked at 
Washington and Noble street on the eastern 
side of the city. In a few minutes after the 
arrival of the president's train, the parade 
started, the president and his party having 
been transferred to open carriages. The 
line of march took the visito¥s west in 
Washington street to Pennsylvania, north 
to Vermont, west to Meridian, south to 
Monument Place, east to Pennsylvania, 


| south to Washington and west to the capi- 


tol grounds. 

The parade, under the command of James 
R. Ross, grand marshal, and composed of 
police, militia and civil organizations. 

At the capitol grounds, on the east side 
of the statehouse, a stand had been con- 
structed. To this the presidentia] party was 
escorted and the president spoke to a large 
audience. Senator Fairbanks introducéd the

Troops Ready for the Field. 

The Temps this evening publishes a dis- 
patch from Nantes saying that the four 
battalions of the infantry regiments, com- 
prising the Twenty-first division, with 
‘headquarters at Nantes, have completed 
their war equipment. Each man, it is 
added, has received 120 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and ‘his camp outfit, and the officers of 
all four regiments of that division have 
been supplied with ,revolver cartridees.

Marchand’s Report Sent In. 

Major Marchand’s report, telegraphed 
from Cairo, was received Curing the night. 
It does not mention the arrival at Fashoda 
of General Kitchener and only gives an 
account of the incidents of the expedi- 
tion, with an elaborate description of the 
route followed, the points occupied, the 
manner of occupation, the raising of the 
flag, the fore left at each point and the 
treaties of submission concluded with the 
tribes, in addition to referring to an en- 
counter with the dervishes. 

The report only goes as far as the begin- 
ning of September and says that on Au- 
gust 20th the supplies of the party were 
abundant. The reason for the omiasion of 
any mention of the arrival of General 
Kitchener at Fashoda is sald to be due to 
the fact that the report of Major March- 
and was not ready when Captain Baratier 
left Fashoda. When the captain started 
from that place he did not think he would 
go beyond Khartoum. Major Marchand, 
however, deemed it advisable to send the 
finished portion of the report, intending to 
dispatch the remainder of it so soon as 
Captain Baratier returned.

TO LEAYE CUBA 


Spaniards Cannot Possibly Get Away by 
First of December. 


WORK IS TOO GREAT BY ODDS 


—— 


Ali Trans-Atlantic Lines Do Not Carry 
as Many Passengers in a Year. 


WiLL DELAY ASSUMING CHARGE 


Spanish Authority Will Continue in 
Havana and Other Cities Beyond 
the Period Set. 


Washington. October 21.—It is not certain 
that the complete evacuation of Cuba will 
be delayed beyond the period originally fix- 
ed by the administration. This will follow 
without reference to anything that has oc- 
curred in Paris before the peace commis- 
sion. The war department has about satis- 
fied itself that the task imposed upon the 
Spanish authorities—namely, the removal 
and transportation to a great distance by 
sea of about 120,000 sokdiers, sick and well, 
with their accouterments—was beyond the 
ability of the Spaniards. The magnitude 
of the task is shown by the fact that the 
great trans-Atlantic steam lines crossing 
the Atlantic from New York ali combined, 
in prosperous seasons, transport about only 
50,000 persons in one year—leds than half the 
number that the Spanish officials, with 
their poor facilities, were expected to trans- 
port in about ten weeks. 

Delay in the evacuation of Cuba will 
cause a delay in the relinquishment of sove- 
reignty by the Spaniards over the entire 
island, which was set for December 1. It 
is hardly deemed prudent to undertake to 
assume charge of the municipal affairs of 
Havana so long as the city contains a 
strong garrison of Spanish troops, and it is 
felt that law and order could be better 
maintained in such centers by allowing 
them to remain under Spanish Jurisdiction 
until they are evacuated by the troops and 
reoccupied by United States troops. It is 
not to be understood from this that the 
American commission is in any sense abat- 
ing the pressure it has brought to bear 
upon the Spanish military commissioners 
to secure the evacuation of the islands 
and relinquishment of Spanish sovereignty. 
On the contrary, the commissioners have 
redoubled their efforts to secure their ob- 
jects, but are not disposed to insist upon 
the performance of impossible tasks, and 
their demands will be largely shaped by 
their knowledge that the Spaniards are 
acting in perfect good faith in their ef- 
forts to carry out the terms of the protocol. 


UNAPPROPRIATED PUBLIC LANDS 


Statement Prepared Shows the Acreage 
To Run Up Into Millions. 
Washington, October 21.—A statement pre- 
pared at the general land office shows that 
at the present time there are 579,368,274 
acres of unappropriated and unreserved 
public lard in the United States exclusive 
of Alaska. Of this area 546,549,655 acres, 
or more than 94 per cent, are in the thir- 
teen so-called desert land states and ter- 

ritories. 

Of the vacant lands in 
territories it is estimated that 332,176,000 
acres are of a character that may be de- 
nominated as ‘“‘desert’’ under the law pro- 
viding for the disposa] of desert lands; 
that is, lands that do not produce native 
grasses in sufficient quantity to make an 
ordinary crop of hay in usval seasons if 
unfed by grazing animals, and lands which, 
without irrigation, do not contain sufficient 
moisture to produce a natural growth of 
trees or make an agricultural crop of any 
kind in amount to make the cultivation 
thereof reasonably remunerative.

SERIOUS DISREGARD OF RULES. 


Norfolk Navy Yard Given Thorough 
Inspection ani Report Is Filed. 

Washington, October 21.—Lieutenant 
Knapp has just returned to Washington 
from a v'sit of inspection to the Norfolk 
navy yard and has reported verbally to 
Secretary Long the result of his inquiry.

HE DID NOT BELIEVE IN DOCTORS 


Inquest Over Remains of Harold Fred- 
eric Shows Sensational Turn. 
London, October 21.—The inquest over 
the remains of Harold Frederic, the news- 
paper correspondent and author who died 
suddenly on Wednesday morning at Henley 
of heart disease, was adjourned today until 
Wednesday next. The evidence presented 

was somewhat sensational. 

Mr. Frederic's daughter, Ruth, said her 
father did not believe in doctors. She add- 
ed that it was with his consent, but un- 
der the influence of others that Mrs. 
Mills, a Christian Scientist, was summond 
to attend him, 

Kate Lyons, a member of Frederic’s 
household, testified that the deceased had 
asked her to call in Mrs. Mills, and the 
latter came to the house and expounded 
the system followed by the Christian Sci- 
entists. On the same day Mr. Frederic 
dismissed the doctors, who had been in 
attendance on him. Most of Mrs. Mills’s 
treatment, continued the witness, was 
what is known as ‘absent treatment.” At 
the request of friends of the sick man 
the doctors were again summoned, but the 
deceased informed them that when they 
had previously been attending him he had 
not followed their directions. 

Mr. John Stokes, Mr. Frederic’s ama- 
nuensis, testified that he had informed Kate 
Lyons she might be charged with fman- 
slaughter if Mr, Frederic saould die with- 
out receiving medical treatment. 

Drs. Brown and Frieberger. the physi- 
cians who had attended ‘Mr. Frederic, said 
the deceased had suffered from rheumat.c 
fever, and that he was paraiyzed on one 
side. His death, they asserted, was due 
to syncope. Both deciared their belief 
that with proper treatment the patient 
would- have lived. The inquest was ad- 
journed until Wednesday, when ‘Mrs. Mills 
will be examined,

Production of Precious Metals During 
the Calendar Year Shown. 
Washington, October 21.—The director of 
the mint in his report upon the production 
of precious metals during the calendar 
year, 1897, just submitted to the secretary 
of the treasury, deals not only with the 
production of gold and silver in the United 
States, but in foreign countries as well, 
and draws a comparison between the pro- 
duction of the leading producing countries 

of the world. 

The sources from which information has 
been derived are the most authentic ana 
reliable, and the figures as nearly acurate 
as it is posible to obtain. 

The value of the gold produced in the 
United States during.the calendar year, 
1897, Was $57,363,000. The South African 
repubiic holds first place, producing gold 
to the value of $57,633,861, Australia $55,684.- 
182 and Russia $23,245,763. There was a 
notable increase in the production of gold 
in the world during 1897 over 1896. The 
United States increase@ $4,275,000, the 
oe a republic made the remark-

The United States produced during the 
year 653,860,000 fine ounces of silver and 
Mexico 53,903,180 fine ounces, a decrease for 
the United States of 4,974,8000 fine ounces

An exhaustive table submitted by the di- 
rector of the mint dealing with the pro- 
duction of the leading producing coun- 
tries of the world for the calendar year 
1897, shows that the United States brought 
to the surface a total of 2,774,935 fine 
Ounces Of gold, valued at $57,363.000 and 
63,860,000 fine ounces of silver, valued at 
$69,637,172. Alabama produced gold valued

The entire world produced gold valued

Mexico produced $9,486,300 in gold, and 
53,903,180 fine ounces of Silver, with a coin- 
ing value of $69,693,000. 

The world’s production of silver is thus 
shown to be largely in excess of any pre- 
vious year, that of 1895, when the produc- 
tion was 167,700,960 ounces, being the next 
largest. 

The total value of gold deposited at the 
mints and assay offices during the year 
Was $87,924,232, consisting of $67,923,535 da- 
mestic and $20,000,597 foreign. 

The value of silver deposited at the 
same institutions for returns in fine bars,

Washington, October 21.—The following 
order has been issued by the war depart- 
ment: 

“Inasmuch as female nurses in general 
hospitals are, by section 1277, revised stat- 
utes, entitled to commutation of rations, 
it is ordered that committtation of rations 
will hereafter be allowed to all nurses, 
whether male or female or whether em- 
ployed in general or other hospitals, when 
they are granted leaves of absence by the 
surgeon general of the army, the rate to 
be the same as that of enlisted men on 


furlough, that is, 25 cents per day. 
HARD FIGHTING IN TRANSVAAL. 


Tribe Rebels Against the Government 
and Troops Are Called Out. 
Pretoria, October 21.—Serious trouble is 
brewing with the Magato tribe in the 
Zoulpansberg district, south of the Limpo 

river. 

The natives recently massacred a Lu- 
theran missionary and his family at the 
town of Zoulpansberg and the Transvaal 
government sent an expedition to pun sh 
them. The affair has now assumed seri- 
ous proportions. Chief Opefu, with 20,000 
followers fully armed, with four cannon, 
supplied by white traders, has attacked the 
Laager. Heavy fighting is proceed ng. 

The ultimatum of the commanding officer 
of the Transvaal troops, General Joubert, 
demanding an unconditional surrender, has 
been ignored by the tribesmen and he has 
summoned 3,000 burghers to re-enforce the 
6,000 now in the field.

Great crowds greeted the president at 
Noblesville, Rushville and Connorsville. 
Ind., and at each place he spoke in the 
Same happy strain, receiving a great ova- 
tion each time. 

Just across the Ohio line, at Oxford, the 
president was greeted by a crowd of stu- 
dents in cap and gown. He said: 

“I am glad to know that you. feel in Ohio 
as they feel in all the states where I have 
visited, delighted that the war is over and 
that triumph has given once more to the 
American armies, and that you feel as we 
all feel, grateful to the army and the navy 
for their splendid and unprecedented vic- 
tory. I thank you and bid you good after- 
noon.’’ A voice in the crowd cried: ‘Three 
cheers for McKinley.’ which was followed 
by enthusiastic cheering. 

The last . stop before Cincinnati was 
reached was at Hamilton. Here the presi- 
dent was greeted by a great crowd, to 
which he spoke briefly. 

The train reached Cincinnati at 4:30 and 
was transferred’'in the suburbs from the 
tracks of the’ Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton railway to those of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Southwestern. After the train 
was transferred at the intersection of these 
railways it backed into the union station, 
where the president bowed his acknowl- 
adgments to the crowd that was in wait- 
ing, but he made no speech. The train 
stopped only long enough for a number of 
newspaper men to board the train and ac- 
company the president and his party as far 
as Columbus. The rain was pouring down 
while the train was in this city, and there 
were but few that knew the president was 
here. 

President Speaks at Columbus. 
O., October 21.—The presiden- 
tial train arrived at Columbus at 8:30 
Pp. m. Notwithstanding the heavy down- 
pour of rain an immense crowd had as- 
sembled at the depot, and the spacious 
building resounded with cheers. A com- 
mittee of citizens met the president and 
accompanied by an escort composed of 
the Seventeenth United States infantry 
and the Columbus Rifles, he was driven to 
the Auditorium, Fully 7,000 people, who 
had patiently waited more than ar hour, 
were packed into the immense hall and the 
president's appearance was greeted with 
almost deafening cheers, The president 
spoke'‘for about ten minutes, his address 
being frequently interrupted by enthusi- 
astic applause. 

Secretaries Gage and Wilson also spoke 
briefly. After a short informal levee 
on the stage, during which the president 
shook hands with a large number of citi- 
zens, he returned to the train.

BEING CONSIDERED 
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Episcopal Charch Conveat'on Debates 
Territory Recently Acquired. 


COMMITTEES MAKE REPORTS 


Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines and 
Hawaii Will All Be Worked. 


HAYTI, MEXICO, BRAZIL NOT OVERLOOKED 


Constitution Is Changed in Some Re- 
spects and the Delegates Have 
Plenty of Work Yet. 


Washington, October 21.—The increased 
responsibilities of the Episcopal church, 
arising through the changed conditions of 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines, was presented to the general con- 
vention today in the report of a special 


Acommittee appointed to consider the condi- 


tion of the affairs in these oytlying isl- 
ands. 

As to Hawaii the joint committee report- 
ed that the status was not a simple one, 
owing to joint action with the Church of 
England, which had been entered upon by 
agreement with the bishop of California. 
Without expressing an opinion as to the 
ultimate church work in Hawaii, as a part 
of the United States, the committee recom- 
mended that good faith required a con- 
ference with the Church of bngland be- 
fore entering upon independent work. 

Concerning Porto Rico the committee re- 
ported that the existing political, social 
and religious conditions were such as to 
warrant immediate action there. There is 
a church at Ponee under the direction of 
the Church of England, and the committee 
was informed by a United States army of- 
ficer that there was no objection to turn- 
ins over this church to the American 
church. 

“It is rTreported,”’ 
“that the educated classes 
away from the Church of Rome and 
antagonistic to its priesthood,”’ 

Missionary Work in Forto Rico. 

The committee proposed a resolution that 
missionary work begin in Porto Rico after 
a conference with the bishop of Antigua. 

The conditions in Cuba, the committee 
reported, were practically the same as in 
Porto Rico. Some help had been already 
given to the Cubans by the church mis- 
sionary society. In view of the desirabill- 
ty of full information, the committee 
recommended the joint commission to con- 
sider the subject. The committee also 
pointed out that attention must be given 
to Cuba, not only as a possession of the 
United States, but as possibly an independ- 
ent, self-governing country. 

Coneerning Hayti, Mexico, Brazil anda 
other countries, it was recommended that 
the increased responsibilities be submitted 
to a joint commission of three bishops, 
three clergymen and three laymen. 

The report caused some controversy. 
The California and Oregon deputies de- 
sired immediate action as to Hawaii, point- 
ing out that postponment might lead to 
serious results. The committee’s recom- 
mendations finally were upheld and its sev- 
eral resolutions adopted, 

Among the propositions adopted were 
those discontinuing further revision of the 
hymnal; agreeing to further conference 
with the bishops io a a date of adjourn- 
ment, and establisMing a special committee 
to report on the question of a standard 
Bible. 

The establishment of the general features 
of a judicial system for the church came 
up on the consideration of article 9, of the 
proposed revision of the constitution. As 
presented, the article provides courts for 
trying bishops, presbyters and deacons, 
courts of review and an ultimate court of 
appeals to consider questions of doctrine, 
faith or worship. The main criticism was 
directea against the clause -providing. that 
bishops shall be tried by “bishops only.” 
The clause was retained after much dis- 
cussion and a vote. 

The house of bishops agreed on a com- 
mittee of five bishops to prepare a code 
of canons for missionary districts. The 
election of a bishop for Asheville was put 
off until tomorrow. 

At the afternoon session in the house 
of deputies the work of revising the con- 
stitution was completed by the adoption 
of article 9 relating to courts for the trial 
of ecclesiastical offenses. 

The deputies disposed of the question of 
marriage and divorce for this general con- 
vention by adopting a resolution creating 
a special committee of thirteen members, 
to whom are referred the entire subject, 
with instructions to report prior to the 
next general convention, 

The bishops, at their afternoon session, 
agreed to the report and resolutions already 
before the deputies relating to Cuba, Ha- 
wali, Porto Rico and other countries. They 
disagreed to the action of the deputies 
discharging the commission revising the 
hymnal, thus leaving this work to be con- 
tinued. 

Bishop Doane presided at the final meet- 
ing of the board of missions at HMpiphany 
chureh tonight. Bishop Gailor, of Tennes- 
see, read the conclusions of the committee 
which considered the report of the board 
of ,»managers. The report etated that the 
foreign missionary field presented opportu- 
nities in the far east and in Africa never 
realized before. Since the beginning of the 
century more than four million souls have 
been brought out of the darkness of heath- 
enism to the light ot Christianity. The 
gross receipts for foreign missions were 
$740,996, and for domestic missions $1,045,076. 

A discussion on the Christianization of 
the Jews occupied the greater portion of 
the meeting. There was considerable dif- 
ference in the view of the speakers as to 
the results: of the work of the society. 

Bishop Potter, of New York, thought that 
the true agency for the Israelites is in the 
parish church, whiie Rey. Dr. Huntington, 
of New York, said the Jews were being 
gradually absorbed into the Christian world 
through many different channels. A reso- 
lution was finally carried recommending 
the society to the sympathy of the celrgy.

There will remain then only a 
few Spanish officers who have personal 
business to attend to.

Old newspapers were a 
chief vehicie on which stamps were used, 
and’back numbers of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution were giving the paper's circulation 
a renewed and lively boost, as many were 
found, weil covered with stamps, traveling 
from one postoffice io another, regularly 
registered, and these were a prime source 
Of the detection. 

Carden and Beall were brought to this 
city yesterday and were tried before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner Aaron Collins and 
bound over to the United States court un- 
der bonds of $1,600 each.

The battalion was ac- 
companied by Major Russell B. Harrison, 
provost marshal of the corps, and arrange- 
ments for permanent quarters for the pro- 
vost guard were at once made. The com- 
panies have been put in different stations 
of the city. The Chatham Artillery ar- 
mory has been secured as headquarters of 
the guard and one company, together with 
the permanent detail, is housed there. An- 
other company is in the eastern section of 
the city and two are located in front of the 
police barracks, on Oglethorpe avenue. The 
provost guard is all ready now for the ar- 
rival from Jacksonville tomorrow of the 
Ninth Illinois and Second South Carolina, 
which will go into camp out on Dale ave- 
nue, about three miles from the city. 

Three long trains of equipment, stock 
and wagons and commissary supplies ar- 
rived early this morning and have been 
unloaded in the neighborhood of the camp. 
It is said it will require 1,000 cars alto- 
gether to move the stuff belonging to the 
corps. Both camp sites are now ready for 
the men and the entire corps will be here 
within a week. 

Suing the City of Fitzgerald. 

Deputy Marshal Charles J. White retfirn- 
ed today from Fitzgerald, where he served 
notice of a suit against that city, bromght 
by the Fire Extinguisher Manufacturing 
Company of Chicago in the United States 
court here, The suit is for $2,700 due as 
purchase money for two chemical engines, 
which the city promised to pay when in 
funds. The company is tired of waiting 
for its money and took the matter into 
court. On the part vf the authorities of 
Fitzgerald, it is claimed that part of the 
money would have been paid but for the 
fact that the city’s clerk of council skip- 
ped out with $1,300, which was about all the 
money in the treasury. 


Returned feom Cuba. 

Ex-Mayor Herman Myers’. reached the 
city this morning, after a short visit to 
Havana and otfier points in Cuba. He was 
observant while there of the habits of the 
peaple and their feelings toward Americans, 
He believes that it will take years to build 
up a trade with the natives of the island 
of Cuba. They are so firmly attached to 
the goods manufactured in other countries 
that it will be hard to get them to relin- 
quish them and use American made goods. 
A campaign of education of about one year 
or so, Mr. Myers thinks, would be a good 
thing for the Americans who hope to build 
up a Cuban trade. He found for sale there 
goods of all kinds of German, Spanish and 
French manufacture, but nothing that is 
made in this country, with one exception, 
that was condensed milk. This product is 
used extensively, because it can be pre- 
pared cheaper in America than anywhere 
else. The large packing houses, Mr. My- 
ers says, all have agents in Havana, but 
they have been unabie to do anything. 
They cannot place their products. In the 
first place, Cuba is not a canned goods 
country. The Cubans eat smoked and dried 
meats, but do not take kindly to the Amer- 
ican innovation of tinned meats. All the 
clothing they wear is made in one of the 
three countries named. Fabrics manufac- 
tured in the United States are very rare.

OVER $300,000 WAS SAVED 


A Splendid Showing for Governor 
Johnston’s Administration. 


TREASURER ELLIS’S ANNUAL REPORT 


It Looks Like Johnston Will Pay the 
State Out of Debt Before His 
Second Term Expires. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 21.—(Special.) 
State Treasurer Ellis has made 
his officia] annual report for the fiscal year 
ending September 30th. It makes a most 
admirable Showing for the state adminis- 
tration now in power. When 
Johnston went into office on the first day 
of December, two years ago, he requested 
the legislature to appoint a committee for 
the purpose of Vaoroughly investigating 
the condition of the treasury and to an- 
nounce tls condition on January 1, 1897. 
This committee reported the treasury de- 
ficiency to be, in round numbers, $560,000. 
The State auditor shortly afterwards made 
a Carelu) examination of the state's finan- 
cial condition and reported that on Janu- 
ary Ist the defleit was near $600,000, 

The report made public today by State 
Treasurer Ellis shows the deficiency on 
September 30th to be $251,755.90. A con- 
trast of the figures will be exceedingly 
agreeable to the friends of the adminis- 
tration. The new tux assessment law, and 
amore rigid enforcement of the laws in- 
tended to regulate the handling of the 
State’s money by public officers are mainly 
responsible for the tremendous reduction 
of the deficiency within a year and three 
quarters, 

Following is the text of the treasurer’s 
repori: 

State of Alabama, Treasury Department, 
Montgomery, Octover 10, 1898.—tion. Jo- 
seph PB. Johnston, Governor of Alabama. 
Dear Sr: As required by section 42298 of 
the code, I subinit herewith the annual re 
port of this department for the fiscal] year 
ending September 30, 1898. Such report em- 
braces the condensed statements of the 
condition of the treasury, the several spe- 
cia] funds, the bonded debt of the state, a 
record of cdupon bonds recefved in ex- 
change for registered bonds, the receipts 
and disbursements, itemized statement of 
outstanding warrants issued by the auditor 
during previous years and paid during the 
past year, and the daily receipts, dis- 
bursements and balances. The report from 
this office for the fisca} year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1897, embraced a complete item- 
ized statement of receipts and disburse- 
ments, but under the authority given the 
governor under section 3398 of the code, 
such itemized portions of the treasurer’s 
report that appeared in the auditor's re- 
port, were not printed.

Sec, 2020 designates how money shall be 
drawn out of the treasury and the accounts 
kept, which section has been complied with. 

Sec. 2021 requires that “the money to pay 
the interest on such bonded indebtedness, 
which is to be paid in the city of New 
York, shall be by the treasurer remitted 
by express or otherwise, as he may deem 
best, (o the fiscal agency in such city, ete. 
I construe the purpose of this section, giv- 
ing the treasurer discretionary powers as 
to the manner of remitting funds, to be 
that he shall adopt the cheapest mode. 
Acting under that construction, I have 
used principally the exchange received 
from the county officials, sending the same 
direct to the fiscal agent for credit of in- 
terest account. 

Since I have entered upon the duties of 
treasurer. there has beer transmitted to 
New York on this account, and to and 
from New York on account of temporary 
loans, something over $1,000,000, which, at 
the regular rate of exchange, would have 
cost not less than $2,500; when in fact it 
las cost the state only $255—a saving of 
$2.245 in this item alone. The $255 was in- 
curred at a time when the money was 
needed in New York, and the treasury had 
not sufficient exchange on hand for the 
purpose, which necessitated the transmis- 
gion by express or exchange; but in no 
case was the premium paid for exchange 
in excess of express rates. All canceled 
coupons paid at treasury and in New York 
prior to July 1, 1898, have been arranged, 
recorded and filed as required by section 
2025 of the Code, after the accounts for 
payments and expenses had been examined 
by Hon. John Purifoy, chief examiner of 
public accounts. 

Sec. 3611 of the Code makes it the duty 
of the treasurer, when warrants drawn by 
the auditor on the pay rolls of county su- 
perintendents and treasurers of separate 
school districts, are filed in his office, “to 
forward by express or exchange at the ex- 
pense of the state, the amount of such 
warrant, and the pay roll and duplicate 
receipts for said sum.” ete., to the officer 
authorized ta recelve the kame.

Between the Plow Handles. 

In an interview published in yester- 
day’s Constitution, State Schoo] Com- 
missioner Glenn gives expression to the 
following words: 

It is a matter of common experienre 
that a great many children that have 
gone through our grammar schools, and 
our high schools even, have found them- 
Selves in ® condition of helplessness at 
the end of their course of study. I do 
not know any more pitiable condition in 
which a young life can be placed than 
that of the graduates of our schools who 
awake to a realization that after all 
their training and education, their ap- 
peals for situations are answered by 
the stereotyped phrase, ‘“‘not wanted.”’ 
The condition to which Commissioner 

Glenn points in these remarks is piti- 
able indeed, but is it altogether neces- 
sary, even admitting the shortages com- 
plained of? Georgia is a rich agricultur- 
al state, with a soil capable of support- 
ing many millions of people. Let edu- 
cation be pushed to its extremest limit, 
and let skiliful handiwork be developed 
to its ultimate result, and still the fact 
will remain that the great and over- 
shadowing bulk of the people must earn 
their bread between the plow handles, 
and not at office desks nor in profession- 
al callings. While the young men for 
whom Commissioner Glenn pleads as 
being in idleness because of want of 
work are demanding a field for their 
eciolistic talents, the fields of Georgia 
have been running waste for the want of 
tillers. The plow handles have been ne- 
glected, and a rush has been made to the 
towns and cities of people who would 
Rave been much better off at home. 

One of the great faults of education is 
undoubtedly the lack of manual train- 
ing. The field in which expert manual 
training is needed, however, is limited, 
while the field of the agriculturist is 
unlimited. We have professional men 
enough, and blacksmiths, carriage mak- 
ers and mechanics generally in suffi- 
cient number to furnish the agricultural 
population with what is necessary for 
the carrying on of their calling. While 
these expert ranks may be filled, and at 
times overcrowded, the farm is, after 
all, the fruitful nursery of honest toil 
and industry. What we want, there- 
fore, is that more boys should remain 
on the farm where they will find abun- 
dant opportunity for the development 
of all that is truest and best. 

Commissioner Glenn touches some- 
what on this subject when he says that 
“the skilled manual labor that will have 
to be applied in the development of our 
industrial resources ought to be trained 
here at home.”’ 

In order to accomplish the purpose 
here indicated it will be necessary to 
speak a little on the other side. “A glam- 
or has been thrown over the practice 
of professional and mechanical pursuits 
to the disadvantage of the farm. As 
a consequence of this we see farm boys 
going to colleges every year, unfortu- 
nately never to return to the coun- 
try home which should claim their first 
and lasting allegiance. Some few of 
them get into the coveted employment, 
and a smail proportion make money, 
while the great bulk drift aimlessly 
around the larger cities waiting, like 
Micawher, for something toturn up. What 
we need to do now is to elevate the 
importance of the farm. It is in the 
rural home where morality, patriotism 
and integrity reach their highest fru- 
ition, and it is on the strong arms of 
our country boys that the state must 
depend. There is a comfortable living; 
there ig contentment; there is enjoy- 
ment; there is true happiness upon the 
farm. There is no exaction there of 
that jealous rivalry and bitter competi- 
tion which mark the congested centers 
of human activity. From the rising 
of the sun until the setting thereof the 
farmer is his own master, communing, 
as the follower of no other calling can, 
with nature and the beauties connected 
therewith. 

Let us, therefore, stop this contin- 
ued invitation to young men to leave 
the old homestead and seek abroad that 
fortune and fame which are but illv- 
sory, and which come but to the very 
few; when, by remaining at home. they 
may be of service to their families, to 
their neighbors and to their state. This 
by no means interferes with a laudabie 
desire for education, and with the en- 
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Editor 


joyment which the study of letters can 


give to a thoughtful man. 

There is room between the plow 
handles for all those people who stand 
idle at the market place awaiting a call 
for their services. There are untilled 
acres enough in Georgia to give em- 
ployment to all, and for generations 
to come the soil of our state will be 
sufficient to answer every call of an 
industrious worker. To those, then, 
who find that they are not wanted in 
the city, let them not be discouraged, 
for they are wanted in the country, and 
if they will but return to the soil they 
will find that happiness which they are 
seeking in vain amidst strangers. 

It is better to guide a plow for hon- 
est bread than it is to dine on expec- 
tation while waiting for the high sal- 
ary that never comes. 


Ex-Senator Hill’s Timely Speech. 

No speech delivered since the close 
of the Cuban campaign has been more 
timely than that of ex-Senator David 
B. Hill, of New York. 

A war which was entered upon with 
singular unanimity on part of people 
and of congress, and the results of 
which should have been credited to the 
patriotism of the. nation; without the 
injection of party claims, has been 
seized upon by the administration with 
the view of making partisan capital out 


of it. The purpose of the administra- 


tion is plainly seen in the fact that it 
rushed through the mustering out of the 
Rough Riders in order that Teddy Roose 
velt might have his political liberty, 
and in the retention in service of the 
Third Nebraska regiment because that 
would close the mouth of the great dem- 
ocratic leader, W. J. Bryan. Before the 
mustering out of the Rough Riders was 
completed, its colonel was hurried into 
the political arena of New York, and 
was later nominated for governor by 
the republican convention, with the 
avowed purpose of claiming the war and 
its results ag being peculiarly the prop- 
erty of the republican party. In the 
progecution of this unseemly agitation, 
Roosevelt has carried around a delega- 
tion of Rough Riders for public exhibi- 
tion throughout the state, and the uni- 
forms which were worn by democrat 
and republican alike in the charge upon 
FE] Caney have been prostituted to the 
unholy .service of republican campaign 
politics 

This disgraceful conflict having been 
inaugurated by the republican party in 
New York, aided and abetted by the 
national administration, which made 
such haste to furnish the candidate, the 
speech of ex-Senator Hill was not only 
well-timed, but well directed. Since the 
prosecution of the war has to be inject- 
ed into politics, then it is just as well, 
as declared by Senator Hill, that the 
whole facts should be known, and that 
the people should pass upon the result 
with a full knowledge of what they are 
doing. For three years the Cubans 
fought and bled and starved while Span- 
ish marplots ruled the republican end 
of congress and had full possession of 
the white house, first under Mr. Cleve- 
land, and then under Mr. McKimley; the 
two presidents being one at heart, 


' though nominally under different party 


names. Ringsters, bond sharks and 
promoters of schemes of every sort stood 
banded together against Cuba and in 
favor of Spain. The war which finally 
came on for the freedom of Cuba was 
forced through by the democratic party, 
and if party lines have to be considered 
in the matter, then credit belongs to

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The Question of Taxation. 

The Constitution has already touched 
upon the question of taxation, not with 
a view of offering any special schemes 
o> plans, but merely of stimulating 
inquiry. 

While the report of Comptroller Gen- 
eral i: ae be largely discussed, 
there is sOWe danger that its entire 
length and breadth may be lost sight 
of. When we talk of the taxation of 
the people we must not forget that the 
state rate of taxation is not the only 
item in the list, but that every taxpay- 
er, in Savannah for instance, has to 
meet a consolidated tax rate represent- 
ing the claims of the state, of the coun- 
ty and of the city. All three rates 
taken together make a burdensome unit, 
and when we discuss the question of 
how to reach the taxpayer, we should 
also consider the burdens under which 
he labors, and the temptations which 
occur to him to try to save some of his 
earnings out of the general wreck. 

Here are three agencies which pro- 
ceed to levy taxes entirely unconscious 
of or indifferent to the levies made by 
each other. With the taxpayer, how- 
ever, it is different. All three levies 
converge into his pocket, and extract 
therefrom the money demanded. The 
value of his property, if is is realty, 
has depreciated fully 50 per cent, and 
yet no account is taken of this by those 
who have the levying of taxes. If his 
property consists in other forms, 
followed not only by all these tax rates 
but by license and other fees to which 
must be added the necessary items of 
insurance and the expenses of care tak- 
ing. By the time all these various ex- 
penses are net the taxpayer does not 
find himself to be quite so flush as he 
would like to be. 

It may be comforting to him to 
know that while the property he has to 
sell must be sacrificed for a discount of 
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50 per cent, the appropriation and the 


| 


public salary which he has to meet have | 


been enhanced to those who receive them 
to an equal 50 percent. Thus it matters 
not whether the lightning flashes east 
or west, it strikes the taxpayer on one 
side or on the other. As a forcible il- 
lustration of what is here meant, there 
is not a city in Georgia in which there 
are not office hdiders, for instance, re- 
ceiving salaries which are equal to the 
interest on an invested capital of from 
$50,000 to $70,000, and yet these same 
men in the commercial world from 
which they came could not receive more 
than the interest on from $15,000 to 
$30,000, all of which shows what an in- 
explicable mystéry it is which demands 
that the public should pay twice as 
much for a given man’s services as 
would prosperous private institutions 
of the same city. 

It is too often that retrenchment be- 
gins at the wrong end of the business. 
It is a familiar story about the direct- 
ory of a large business, on the demahd 
of the stockholders, going over the sal- 
ary list and compromising by reducing 
the janitor’s wages 25 per cent. We 
must remember that cotton during the 
present season has ranged but a little 
over 4 cents a pound, and that this is 
the measure by which the ability of pro- 
ducers is to be gauged. The public ex- 
penses taken all together should be so 
adjusted as to cOme within the ability 
of the people It is as foolish for a 
state, a county or a city, or all three 
in one, to continue on the old expen- 
sive scale in a situation where a private 
corporation or a family would be forced 
to make an unhesitating use of the 
pruning knife. 

The Constitution hopes that the peo- 
ple of Georgia will take up this question 
of taxation in its entirety, and finding 
where the surplusages exist, apply the 
remedy immediately and fearlessly. It 
will not do to say that because the state 
expenses have been cut to a pretty low 
limit there do not remain other 
expenses, probably lower down in the 
scale, in the counties and in the cities. 
An onerous tax rate is calculated to 
drive property into hiding, while a rea- 
sonable rate does not have the same 
Tesult. (Make it safe for a man to ex- 
pose his property. Assure him that 
the profits of his investments are not 
to be completely swallowed up by the 
tax collector’s exactions, and he is not 
so likely to resort to doubtful means to 
escape the trouble ahead of him. The 
bulk of the people are honest, and even 
when they are led into mistakes, it is 
through desperation and not through 
dishonesty. 

Just government and low taxation will 
accomplish a great deal more than harsh 
government and hateful espionage. 

While the war investigators are here 
they might take a look at our carshed.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT.

Herald and The Tribune, have been en- 
gaged in controversy for several days past 
over the origin of one of the numerous 
jokes of Dr. Chauncey M. Depew. We do 
not know what the joke in question is, but 
this is the way in which The Chicago Jour- 
nal called its contemporaries to time in the 
matter: “‘We hope The Times-Herald and 
The Chronicle won’t break any bones in 
their erudite controversy over the opigin 
of one of Dr. Depew’s anecdotes. That the 
doctor referred the anecdote to any origin 
whatever outside his own head was a pe- 
culiarly graceful condescension on his part. 
A person who had only heard Chauncey 
Depew speak once might suppose him to 
be the author of ‘Cinderella and the Glass 
Slipper’ and@ of that venerable gag, ‘Where 
was Moses when the light went out?’ Such 
a person might be pardoned for believing 
the doctor wrote the ‘Arabian Nights,’ 
Sinbad and all, together with ‘Ben Bolt,’ 
‘Marching Through Georgia’ and the Penta- 
teuch, so easily and with such a graceful 
air does the gifted post-prandialist glide 
about amid the treasures of early Egyptian, 
Assyrian and Semitic literature.

Among the various addresses delivered to 
the Peace Jubilee at Chicago we find few 
if any more striking 
that of Mr. Clark Howell, 
Atlanta Constitution. 
paratively a young man, but he comes of 
good, sturdy American stock and his sire, 
Captain Evan P. Howell, now a member of 
the war investigating commission, 
representative of the most wholesome and 
progressive feeling at the south. In the 
course of his address Mr. Howell touched 
upon the point whichis really nearest to 
the nation’s heart at this time, and brought 
out the fact to whi all turn with the most 
vivid and satisfying recognition: 

“If from out the caldron of conflict there 
arose this doubt, only 
of war could come the answer. 
God, that answer has béen 
record of the war, the peaceful termination 
of which we celebrate tonight. Read 
in every page of its history; read it in the 
obliteration of party 
the congressional 
nation to arms in the defense of prostrate 
liberty and for the extension of the sphere 
of human freedom;. read it in the conduct 
of the distinguished federal soldier, who, 
as the chief executive of this great repub- 
lic, honors this occasion by his preseme 
tonight and whose appointment in the first 
commission issued after war had been de- 
clared made manifest the sincerity of his 
oft-repeated utterances of complete sec- 
tional reconciliation and the elimination of 
sectional lines in the affairs of government. 
Differing with him, as I do, on party issues, 
utterly at variance with the views of his 
party on economic problems, I sanction 
with all my heart the obligation that rests 
on every patriotic citizen to make party 
second to country, and in the measure that 
he has been actuated by this broad and 
patriotic policy, he will receive the plaudits 
of the whole people. ‘Well done, good and 
faithful servant.’ ” 

What Mr. Howell says ts true. Altogeth- 
er the most important and reassuring de- 
velopment of the war with Spain is to be 
found in the obliteration of sectional lines 
and the fusion of national sentiment and 
feeling. The patriotic ferment which fol- 
lowed the declaration of war swallowed the 
petty jealousies and misunderstandings be- 
tween north and south. The common im- 
pulse by which the whole country sprang 
to arms showed how artificial and how in- 
significant were the prejudices upon which 
demagogues had been playing for thirty 
years. In the presence of a national emer- 
gency, in the face of a common enemy, the 
United States became, though by en- 
chantment, a potent and homogeneous force.

“Listens to Testimony from Major Taylor and Chaplain 


EMBERS GREATLY PLEASED

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THE WAR INVESTIGATING COMMIS- 
sion, which arrived in Atlanta yesterday 
morning at 10:30 o’clock from Jacksonville, 
spent the greater part of the afternoon at 
Fort McPherson, the members returning on 
their special train shortly before supper. 

At Fort McPherson the work of inspec- 
tion was confined alone to the hospitals, 
the board going threugh the wards of the 
four hospitals carefully and becoming ac- 
quainted with the manner of treatment 
given to the patients. 

After completing the round of the hos- 
pitals, the committee returned to the cars, 
sidetracked in front of the barracks, where 
evidence was taken regarding complaints 
that have been made against the manage- 
ment of the patients by the surgeons in 
Charge of the hospitals. The evidence in- 
troduced was brief, the only witnesses ap- 
pearing before the commission being Major 
Taylor, the ranking surgeon at the post, 
and Chaplain O. J. Nave, of the Fifth in- 
fantry. 

At 5 o'clock in the afternoon the session 
of the board adjourned, the members re- 
turning to the city, and the special train 
remained sidetracked near the union depot 
until 11 o'clock last nigh, when the com- 
mission left for Anniston, Ala, 

Visit to General Pennington. 

Arriving in the city yesterday morning, 
the members of the commission went at 
once to the department of the gulf, where 
a formal visit was paid to General Pen- 
nington, commanding the department, and 
the other officers stationed under him. 

No time was lost by the commission in 
Atlanta and the special bearing the mem- 
bers pulled out of the depot shortly before 
noon and was carried over the Central 
road to Fort McPherson. Arriving at che 
post the committee was met by Captain 
Forbes, of the Fifth infantry, and Major 
Taylor, and after a short time spent in 
looking over the grounds, the commission 
divided into two parts and went through 
the different wards of the hospitals minute- 
ly. The party was divided in order to com- 
plete the work as soon as possible, one-half 
of the commission going through one part 
of the thospita] and the other nalf inspect- 
ing the remainder. 

The commission was greatly impressed 
with the neatness and cleanliness of the 
place and the evident care that had been 
taken for the proper sanitatton of the 
grounds, 

The larger party was conducted through 


the hospitals by Major Taylor, who took 
pleasure in explaining every detail of the 
work to the commissioners. The investiga- 
tion was a thorough one, not a ward being 
overlooked, and everywhere the commit- 
tee questioned the patients regarding the 
treatment they were receiving at the hands 
of the physicians in charge. In every in- 
Stance where the sick were interrogated 
the answer came invariably that they had 
no complaint to make and were perfectly 
Satisfied at the manner in which they were 
treated. The wan faces of the sufferers 
would light up with pleasure at the oppor- 
tunity thus given them to say something— 
often no more than a word—in praise of 
the physicians and the untiring nurses who 
had spent so much time by their side. 

Major Taylor explained that at present 
there were only 322 patients in the hos- 
pitals, many having left in the past few 
weeks on furloughs—all who reached the 
convalescent state being allowed to leave 
for their homes as soon as they desired 
to do so, 

It was evident that the members of the 
commission, regardless of the complaint 
that had been filed against the manage- 
ment of the hospital, could find nothing to 
criticise or object to, and the evidence of 
the patients themselves was sufficient to 
satisfy the minds of every member of the 
committee. 

The day was a damp and cold one, but 
the wards were found to be thoroughly 
heated and pleasant, each rocm having a 
large hospital stove situated in the center, 
The commission also visited the mess hall 
of the convalescents while they were at 
dinner, and the dietary kitchen while din- 
ner was being prepared. They found the 
men in the messroom abundantly supplied 
with food and all partaking of it with a 
relish known only to men. just recovering 
from an attack of typhoid fever. 


Commission Hears Testimony. 

Completing the rouna of the wails and 
the grounds, the members of the cc'nmis- 
sion repaired to their train, where, after 
lunch was served, the commission was call- 
ed to order for the purpose of hearing tes: 
timony relative to the complaint that had 
been filed at the post. Only one complaint 
of any character thad been filed with the 
commission and it was not necessary to 
spend much time in the cunsideration of 
it. The only witnesses that were calied 
were Major Blair D. Taylor and Chaplain 
O. J. Nave, of the Fifth infantry. 

Major Taylor related the history of the 
hospital from tits inception. He said that 
recently he had no difficulty in securing 
supplies, as he had been given full au- 
thority to purchase them. This authority 
had not, however, been given until August 
Ist, whereas it had been asked for as early 
as the 25th of June. He had in the «be- 
ginning of the camp’s history had con- 
siderable difficulty in getting requisitions 
fffled, although he had had no difficulty 
in getting them approved by the authori- 
ties at Washington. One requisition, made 
on the l&h of May, and another on the 
24th of June had not heen entirely filled 
until very recently. These requisitions had 
been made upon the New York supply de- 
pot, while all that were made on the St. 
Louis depot had been promptly filled. One 
hundred and sixteen cots ordered in the 
beginning of the season had only arrived 
a day or two since, and they were not now 
needed. Major Taylor had, on account of 
the delay in filling these requisitions, been 
compelled to call upon the surgeon general 
for a portion of ‘this special fund and had 
thus prevented any suffering among pa- 
tients. Among the articles in which. there 
was delay was bed linen, 

Major Taylor Praises Atlanta. 

Major Taylor said he had _ found 
the 60 cents a day commutation 
fund more than sufficient to furnish food 
for the sick men, and he expressed the 
opinion that 40 cents per day would be 
sufficient for the purpose of supplying food. 

Major Taylor stated in reply to a ques- 
tion that ue considered Atlanta an excel- 
lent place for a winter hospita) because of 
the convenience in reaching the place from 
the seaports of the southwest. because the 
climate was mild and yet cold enough to 
prevent infection and also because of the 
excellent water supply.

He also 
said that many had been gent here who 
were not in condition to be removed, as 
many of them were typhoid fever patients, 
and in such cases repose was a prime 
necessity. Many patients had died goon 
after arriving. 

Rev. Orville J. Nave, post chaplain at 
Fort McPherson, said he nad visited every 
patient who had been in the hospital gnd 
that he had never heard a single complaint 
from a man who was possessed of his rea- 
son, while on the contrary he had heard 
many expressions of gratitude and com- 
mendation for the excellent conduct of the 
hospital. 

Chaplain Nave Testifies. 

Chaplain Nave expressed the opinion that 
in the conduct of. military hospitals gen- 
erally there was too little care of the 
clothes and other property of patients. 

The custom is to put a sick man’s cloth- 
ing under his pillow when he enters a hos- 
pital and Chaplain Nave said that the man 
often never sees his clothing or articles 
that may be left in the pockets. He had 
known of many instances in which men 
were brought here with no clothes except 
their night shirts and he himself hag 6e- 
cured through private help no fewer than 
100 suits for such men as had lost their 
clothes. 

“In a word,,” he said, “the thieving 
which has been going on and the petty pec- 
ulation which has been practiced upon 
sOidiers, oftentimes by their comrades, has 
been one of the saddest features of the 
war.” While the bodies of patients were 
carefully guarded their property was not, 
yet these articles were often, the chaplain 
said, very sacred to the patient in case 
of his recovery and to his friends and rela- 
tives in case of his death. 

Chaplain Nave Springs Surprise. 

In the course of his testimony before the 
commission Chaplain Nave was interrupted 
by General Wilson, a member of the board, 
and asked if he had ever seen while at Fort 
McPherson any of the surgeons under the 
influence of liquor, he replied that he had, 
but that in his opinion they were not suffi- 
ciently under the influence to interfere 
with the proper performance of their 
duties. 

Chaplain Nave did not state to whom he 
referred and no other questions were asked 
by the commission. 

At the conclusion of the testimony of 
Chaplain Nave the commission adjourned 
and the members returned to the city. 

Arriving at the union depot the members 
of the commission remained in their private 
car until the hour of departure. 

Captain K, P. Howell, who, before leaving 
Jacksonville, intended, in company w.th 
General Wilson, to inspect the army camps 


at Tampa, Fla., came on to Atlanta with 
the commission and was greeted at the 
train g@pon arriving in the city by many of 
his friends. 

Captain Howell went at once to his home, 
where he remained the greater part of the 
day, returning to the city only in time to 
take the train for Anniston, Ala., last 
night. 

He was in splendid health and spoke in- 
terest ngly of the work of the commission, 
in which he is taking a leading part. 

General Dodge Talks. 

reneral G. A. Dodge, chairman of the 
commission, in speaking of t@e visit of the 
party to Fort McPherson, said: 

“The comm ttee was greatly 
with the conduct of the hospitals at Fort 
McPherson and the evidence introduced 
showing what has been accomplished there. 
In go ng through the wards of the hospitals 
the board took occasion to inquire of the 
patients as to the treatment they are re- 
ceiving at the hands of the surgeons—as 
sure a way as any of ascertaining the real 
state of affairs—and in every case the an- 
swer came that they were receiving every- 
thing required. 

The suggestion of Chaplain Nave in re- 
gard to supplying those patients with 
clothing that have no descriptive lists was 
undoubtedly a good one, but the trouble 
arising from this source has already been 
met by the war department and this board 
will make no suggestion to the authorities 
on this line in its official report. 

“The lack of descriptive lists among 
many of the patients is the fault of the 
line officers and not of those stationed at 
Fort McPherson.”’ 

The board left Atlanta last night at il 
o'clock over the Southern road for Annis- 
ton, Ala., where two or three days will be 
spent by the commission in. the inspection 
of the hospital and camp site located there. 
Leaving Anniston the commission will go

DEATH OF MR. J. A. HANCOCK 


He Expired Last Night After a Lin- 
gering Illness.

HE WAS WELL KNOWN IN STATE 


He Had Been Suffering for Five Years 
as the Result or a Railroad 
Accident. 


James A. Hancock, one of the oldest and 
best Known locomotive engineers in the 
state, died last night at 11 o'clock at his 
late residence, 114 Luckie street. Mr. Han- 
cock was in the employ of the Central rail- 
road as engineer for more than forty years, 
commencing when he was a very young 
man, and continuing with this same road 
until he was forced by his failing health 
to leave his engine. He always had the re- 
spect and confidence ot his railroad supe- 
riors. 

During his long career as an é@€ngineer he 
had some very narrow escapes from death, 
one of which was the bursting of the boiler 
of his engine in Atlanta a number of years 
ago. The explosion completely demolished 
his engine, and the bell and other parts 
were never found. His last escape was the 
dumping of over a ton of coal upon him, 
which completely covered him and from 
the effects of which he never recovered; 
his failing health dating from that time. 
This occurred about five years ago. 

Since then his health has been on a 
gradual decline, and about two years ago 
he was forced to leave his engine. Mr. Han- 
cock was of a genial and sunny disposition 
and had many friends. 

He loved his family, his friends and neigh- 
bors and his work, He was economical] dur- 
ing his life and had saved up a good, snug 
competency. He was a member of the 
ergineers’ brotherhood and an old Odd Fel- 
low of good standing. 

Mr. Hancock was born near Atlanta on 
January 18, 1838, and in 1861 married Miss 
Mary Chisolm, who survives him. He leaves 
also a son, Mr. W. A. Hancock, who is 
well Known as the general manager of the 
South River Brick Company, near this 
city. 

The deceased is the last member of his 
father’s family, his brother, Mr. Charner 
J. Hancock, having died about two years 
Mr. J. A. Hancock was a consistent 
member of’ the Third Presbyterian church 
and during his long illness he often told 
his friends that he was ready and willing 
to die, having no fears of the future. Fune- 
ral arrangements have not been complet- 
ed and the notice will appear later,

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Mrs. Gordon Elected 
President of Southern 
Red Cross Society. 


The Southern Red Cross members held 
4 meeting yesterday (Friday) morning at 
the executive mansion, Mrs. W. Y. Atkin- 
son acting as temporary chairman. The 
four members of the Red Cross are Mrs. 
W. Y¥. Atkinson, Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon, 
Miss Mary Louise G. Huntley and Miss 
Junia McKinley, and they united with the 
Nationa] Red Cross Society in July. Mr. 
David L. Cobb, the Red Cross attorney, 
was in Atlanta at that time and enrolled 
the names of the ‘above mentioned ladies, 
placing them on the national list. Since 
then they have been actively engaged in 
Red Cross work. The first business at- 
tended to was the nomination by Mrs. At- 
kinson of Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon as presi- 
dent of the Southern Red Cross. This was 
seconded and Mrs. Gordon was unanimously 
elected. Mrs. Grant Wilkins was mage a 
members and accepted, the southern society 
now being composed of five. On motion of 
Mrs. Gordon, Mrs. W. Y. Atkinson was 
elected vice president of the southern body 
and accepted the office. It was decided that 
as the work broadened and progressed, re- 
quiring the assistance of more active mem- 
bers, others will be invited to unite with 
the body, all pledging themselves to earn- 
est, willing work before becoming members 
Mrs. Grant Wilkins was elected treasurer; 
Miss McKinley corresponding secretary and 
Miss Huntley recording secretary, each ac- 
cepting the offices with appropriate little 
speeches. Mrs. Gordon moved that the Red 
Cross work be a branch of the work of 
charity and patriotism in connection with 
the Army and Navy League, thus enabling 
the league to reach and aid districts where 
famine, fire, war and floods bring destruc- 
tion and distress: however, that each or- 
ganization remain separate and distinct, 
though each is to co-operate with the other 
in investigating needs and supplying help. 
The motion was seconded and carried. The 
National Red Cross officers have been writ- 
ten to for the purpose of ascertaining the 
scope of the work throughout the south, 
and it was decided that Mrs Atkinson, 
Mrs. Gordon and Mrs. Wilkins should 
form the executive board, as Miss McKin- 
ley and Miss Huntley had offered their 
services in the spring as workers, subject 
to the call of the national society. 

Their first practical work was in the Red 
Cross dietary kitchen at Camp Hobson, in 
which they were ably and generously as- 
sisted by the Georgia Army and Navy 
League, having two Army = and Navy 
League nurses and one Red Cross nurse 
caring for the patients in the hospital.

War between England and France is not 
likely, but it is quite possible. The rela- 
tions between ¢he two countries are more 
Strained than they have been at any time 
for nearly a century. It is 
years since the two nations have been at 


time since the eleventh century that has 
elapsed without war or the two nations 
being on the verge of it. The situation is 
Shown clearly by the fact that until 18901 
the arms of France were a part of the royal 
arms of Great Britain, and the kings of 
England claimed sovereignty for centuries 
over their Gallic neighbors. For much of 
this time the sovereignty was real. A 
glance at the map of that period will show 
that in the thirteenth century the king of 
England was master of a greater part of 
the terrkory now known as France than 
was he who claimed to be king of France 
alone:

Edward IV invaded France in 1475, but 
Louis XI defeated the British and bribed 
Edward to return. Another invasion of 
France took place in 1544 under the leader- 
Ship of Henry VIII. This was in revenge 
for the aid given by France to Scotland, 
and resulted in the Battle of the Spurs— 
So known because the French cavalry fled 
So fast. In 1558 Guise took Calais far the 
French. 

The next great war in which France and 
England were opposed was that known in 
Europe as the Second Coalition, which be- 
€an in 1688, and was known in America as 
King William’s war. Louis XIV. after 
overrunning Flanders and fighting Holland, 
invaded the Palatinate of the Rhine. Eu- 
rope formed a coalition against him. and 
William of Orange, the king of England, 
was the man who succeeded in checking 
the French kineg’s ambitions. 

The eighteenth century began with the 
war of the Spanish succession, due to 
Louis's claim of the crown of Spain for 
his grandson. Marlborough distinguished 
himself in this war, fought by all Europe 
and one result of which 
Was the cession of Newfoundland and 
Acadia to England. The French and In- 
dian war in America, due to the rival] claims 
of the coionizers, quickly followed. culmi- 
nating in the battle of Quebec September 
13th, 1759, which lost Canada to the French. 

In the war of American independence 
Louls XV assisted the American colonists 
at first secretly and afterwards openly, war 
existing between the old rivals until 1783, 
when the peace of Versailles was signed. 

England was a party in the great coall- 
tion against France, formed in 1792, to 
check the conauests of Napoleon, who was 
rapidly becoming master of the world. It 
was this war that ended in the final down- 


fame to Wellington arfd Nelson. The worla 
has known no greater war nor one more 
hotly contested. Until the final defeat of 
Napoleon at Waterloo the issue was in 
doubt, and it looked as if the Corgican 
would become the ruler of Christendom. 

Since then the power of France has been 
checked. The nation has been térn by in- 
ternal disputes until after the Franco- 
Prussian war, and unab§ to go to war 
with a first-class power. Rapid recovery 
from that disaster has made the nation 
ready for war, but with oniy one power— 
Germany—the recovery of Alsace and Lor- 
raine being uppermost in the minds of the 
people and preventing assent to the cZar’s 
proposal for disarmament. 

Of late the relations between England 
and France have again grown strained. 
Serious complications seemed likely to re-

United States Commissioner to Paris 


Exposition Denies Printed Stories. 

Paris, October 21.—When Ferdinand W. 
Peck, the United States commissioner to 
the exposition of 1900, arrived in this city 
the space allotted to the United States at 
the exposition grounds was 175,000 feet. Mr. 
Peck’'s first gain was 6,000 square feet and 
he has just secured 22,000 square feet more 
by means of a direct order from the 
French government on the director of the 
exposition, making the present total] 203,000 
square feet. ;

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THE CONVENTION OF THE WOMAN'S 
home mission board of the North Georgia 
conference will complete its most import- 
ant work today. This will be the eleetion 
of officers for the ensuing year, the adop-

election of alternates to 
the home mission board at Dallas, 
next spring, 

The convention held three busy sessions 
yesterday and concluded aé_ considerable 
amount of important work. The conven- 
tion is, notwithstanding this fact, some- 
what behind in its work and the remaining 
sessions will be unusually busy ones. 

All three of the sessions yesterday were 
extremely interesting and the parsonage 
and home mission work was given a full 
discussion. Reports were heard on both 
these lines of work and interesting infor- 
mation was furnished the convention. 

One of the features of the day was the 
announcement by Miss Sue Holloway that 
a bill will be presented to the next legis- 
lature to provide for the appointment of 
a matron in each prison in the state. Miss 
Holloway read the following petition, 
copies of which were given to members 
of the convention that they may obtain 
signatures to it: 

“We, the undersigned, represent to the 
legislature of Georgia that to the various 
poorhouses, workhouses, almshouses, ¢cal- 
abooses, jails and other places of deten- 
tion in said state, female inmates and 
prisoners and lost children are being con- 
Stantly brought; sometimes in ignorance 
of the law, sometimes in delirium and 
sometimes in helpless poverty and sick- 
ness. 

“That at many of such places there is 
no matron whose duty it is to care for 
such persons, and they are often turned 
over to the regular male keeper or super- 
intendent to look after. 

“That many such keepers or supérinten- 
dents are more or less unable to take 
charge of such female inmates or prison- 
ers, and that under any circumstances it 
is impossible for a man to properly care 
for and protect the unfortunate women and 
children who come under their charge. 

“We, therefore, present this, our petition, 
to the legislature and ask, in the name of 
humanity, that an act be passed requiring 
that at every poorhouse, workhouse, cala- 
boose. jail or other place in Said state 
where women and children are detained or 
kept, that white matrons be stationed to 
properly care for such unfortunate inmates 
and prisoners,”’ 

Morning Session. 

The feature of the morning session of the 
convention was tne papers by Miss Brown 
and Mrs. Gray on local parsywnage work. 
The report of the standing committee on 
local parsonage work brought about a dis- 
cussion which was participated in by a 
number of the delegates and visitors. 

It was shown that the parsonage worF 
is growing and gaining strength and chat 
the society, since its organization, has 
erected and furnished more parsonages 
than were ever erected and furnished be- 
fore in the same length of time. 

The principal discussion was on the ques- 
tion of furnishing the parsonages, and 
there was considerable difference of opinion 
as to what the society should furnish and 
what the pastor should furnish Among 
those who took part in the discussion were 
Miss Tucker, Mrs. Randali, Mrs. Eakes, 
Mrs. Sam Jones and Mrs. Brown. 

The discussion was ended by the adop- 
tion of a motion to refer ¢o the local so- 
cieties a copy of the advisory laws of the 
organization, laws, while not bind- 
ing, contain advice on the subject which 
was under discussion, 

The morning session was opened with 
devotional service and the reports of the 
auxiliaries which had not been previously 
heard were read to the convention. 

Miss Sue Holloway, who has been 
prominently connected with prison work 
in Atlanta and who has given so much of 
her time and attention to this line of work, 
was presented to the convention and made 
a short talk. She told the ladies of what 
a wide field there was before them in 
prison and rescue work and begged them 
to increase their interest in the matter 
and to aid her. 

Miss Holloway stated that would 
attempt to get the next legislature to pass 
a bill providing for the appointment of a 
matron for every poorhouse, workhouse, 
calaboose, police station and prison in the 
state. She read a petition in which fit was 
stated that the men in charge of these 
places could not properly care for the fe- 
male persons who came under their charge, 
and for that reason it was 
have a matron. This petition will be sent

to the societies in every district for signa-; 


tures and will be presented ¢o the legisla- 
ture. A bill is now under preparation and 
every effort will be made to have it passed 
this fall. 


Dr, A. R. Holderby, pastor of the Moore,

sented to the convention and told of the 
work he is doing. He made an appeal to 
the ladies to aid the Centra] Union mission 
and a collection was taken up for this in- 
stitution. 

In connection with the discussion of par- 
sonage work Rev. Harris, of Austell, made 
a short talk on practical lines. He told 
of some of the disadvantages under which 
he labored in freeing his parsonage from 
debt, and asked for aid. 

The convention adjourned and accepted 
an invitation to lunch with the ladies of 
the First Methodist church. 

Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session Was taken up in 
the discussion of the reading course and 
the city mission work. A paper on the 
reading course was read by Mrs. H. H. 
Simmons and was followed by a discussion 
of ten minutes. The benefits of the read- 
ing course was fully explained and the 
ladies were urged to take more interest in 
the matter.

Motor Nerve of the World’s Markets 
Was Touched Yesterday. 


REFLECTED IN ALL MARKETS 


Demand Sprung Up for Stocks More 
Urgent and Confident Than for 
Several Weeks Past. 


New York, October 21.—The motor nerve 
sf the world’s markets was touched today 
by the reported orders of the government 
of France to Major Marchand to retire 
from Fashoda. There was a prompt re- 
covery in government securities in London 
and Paris and incorporate stocks at all 
foreign markéts. For the same reason, 
there was a weakening in the wheat mar- 
kets of the world, including Liverpool, 


New York, Chicago and Suan Francisco. 
This checked yesierday’s edvance in the 

stock Market. Kut when it vecame evident 
‘ sater in the day that tnere was good sup- 
port in the wneat market irom a continued 
heavy demand for export, in splle of the 
subsidence of tne war scare and of tne 
continued heavy receipts at the primary 
points, there sprung up a demaad ior raii- 
road stocks wiuich showed jtseil more Con- 
ident ana urgent tnan anything that has 
been geen in the stock markel Lor several 
weeks. Naturally the demand was most 
manifest for the stocks ol grain Carrying 
roads. The strength was Inanilest not only 
in the granhger group proper, but also in 
the Pacifids, inciuaging Nerinern Pacific, 
Union Pacilic and Atchison. ‘the preferred 
stock of tue latter road was next to Bt. 
Paul, the leader of the raiiroads, in point 
of activity and was iirm throughout the 
day, ciosing with a net gain of 1 per cent. 
The absorption of the stock jn the lkate 
dealings was on a very large scale. The 
duliness and heaviness of the great eastern 
trunk lines was in sirong contrast, al- 
though according to a quoted utterance of 
the chairman of the nwgw York Central 
directors, Many companies cannot get cars 
enough to carry the freight coming for- 
ward, but are cutting rates and making 
contracts ahead at tigures below the rate 
scheduies. It is in line with this view to 
find the gross earnings of the Central for 
the September quarter falling nearly $#0v,0u00 
below those for the corresponding quarter 
last year, while the balance availavle for 
dividend is 1 55-100 per cent for the quarter 
compared with 1 70-100 per cent last year. 
The strength of western, southwestern and 
southern stocks was quite general, Louis- 
ville leading the latter group with an ex- 
treme rise of a point. The movement of 
the industrial specialties was relatively 
much less important than of late. Tobacco 
advanced an extreme 3 points, but met 
heavy Saies. Sugar was raided below 111, 
but met the resisting point, and Manhattan, 
4lthough it weakened early on published 
utterances tending to discredit reports of 
eariy electrical equipment, later rose over a 
point. Sterling exchange advanced fur- 
ther in response to stiffness of foreign 
money markets, which the clearing of polit- 
ical prospects did not relieve, but the local 
money market continued easy. The gain of 
the New York banks in cash from gold 
imports from the sub-treasury and by 
reason of the marked decrease in the move- 
ment of currency to the interior is estimat- 
ed to be not far from $10,000,000 for the 
week. How far the reserve requirements 
have been expanded through enlarged de- 
posits by reason of loans made on Sterling 
exchange cannot be closely estimated, but 
it may run as high as $15,000,000.

Outgo of Wheat Staggers All Prophets 
of Disaster.

PRICES ARE SHARPLY HIGHER 


' Business Shows an Excess Over the 


t being 


Most Prosperous of Previous 
Years—Iron nesitates. 


New York, October 21.—R, G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly revicw of trade will say tomorrow: 
“With growing foreign demand for Amer- 
ican produgts, exchange is influenced main- 
ly by politcal uncertainties abroad. While 
Kurope waits fer the outcome between 
England and France 2bout the upper Niie, 
the financiers of al) Wuropean countries 
are trying to force upon each other the 
burden of providing cash for the enormous 
demands of the United States. Engiand 
has so far managed to make France and 
Germany send most of the gold, and the 
resulting war of exchanges between for- 
eign nations checks for the moment the 
movement of goid this way. Yet these and 
all other cases do not, so far, hinder busi- 
ness as to prevent an excess over the most 
prosperous of previous years. The ex- 
changes through all clearing houses for 
the past week have been 6 per cent larger 
than jJast year and 19 per cent large than 
in 1892, but outside of New York for the 
transactions were smaller than in 


outgo of wheat staggers ail 
prophets of disaster, but while the price 
has advanced 3c at the west, the rise would 
have been much greater but for the feeling 
that the enormous toreign demand may 
not last. Exports, flour included, have 
been for the past week 4,293,000 bushels at 
Atlantic and Pacific ports, against 4,972,000 
last year, making for the three weeks 11,- 
¥84,500 bushels against 14,227,400 last year. 
Without doubt many western farmers are 
still holding back their wheat, and yet 
the receipts at the chief western points 
have been in three weeks 30,592,494 bushels, 
against 23,725,801 last year. It is significant 
that this heavy demand continues after 
foreign crops, officially reported as fairy 
large, have been almost everywhere har- 
vested. 

“The corn exports continue large at 
2,634,441 bushels last week, against 7,002,090 
bushels for three weeks, against 3,914,764 
last year, and although it is the bottom 
point of the year for corn, prices have 
risen nearly 14c during the week, 

“While cotton'spinnerg are said to have 
agreed upon a selling agency and a curtail- 
ment of production, there is a better de- 
mand for staple goods, and prospects of a 
better demand in future. 

“In woolen goods also there has been @ 
marked improvement during the past 
week, and better sales with extensive in- 
quiry. This is reflected in the larger trans- 
actions in the woolen market, sales having 
amounted for the past week to _ 4,656,400 
rcunds, of which 2,714,400 were domestic 
making. With few orders as yet for the 
next season the manufactur2ts are alto- 
gether encouraged by the increase and 
nave reason to believe that the éx pected 
demand has set in. But there is yet the 
fact that the current demend is largely 
for low-priced goods. 
‘ “There js much hesitation in the iron 
ana@ steel trade, partiy because the out- 
come of various combinations in Bessemer 
pig, steel raiis, bars, wire nails and the 
like cannot yet be definitely anticipated. 
If general buying was expected from this 
movement it has not yet appeared. Prices 
of domestic. products have not declined, 
and although the tone is somewhat weaker 
for bars and plates, quocations' are in part 
sustained by considerable orders for ex- 
ror. 
vo ratluves for the week have been 221 in 
the United States, against 224 last year, and 
24 in Canada, aeainst 36 last year.” 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New ‘York, October 21.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say:

feature of the general 
is unquestionably the 
active foreign demand for wheat, wheat 
flour and, indeed, nearly all our cereal 
products and the business reported on this 
aceount during the past ten days seems 
worthy of rank with the best recorded in 
any corresponding pericd. Waile straighten- 
ed stocks abroad and less satisfactory 
advices from other countries, notably Rus- 
sia, Australia and Argentine, have furnish- 
ed a piausible basis for much of the recent 
activity, an additional stimulating feature 
was injected into the situation this week 
by the more warlike appearance of the 
Franco-British situation, and the closing 
days indeed witnessed war rumors in prac- 
tical command of the market, inducing 
much short covering by steadfast bears. 
Should the moderate figures of current ex- 
port prove disappointing in view of the 
heavy engagements reported, it might be 
remarked that much of this demand is 
necessarily what might be termed forward 
business, and indeed, stocks jn this 
try, in spite of heavy deliveries of farmers, 
coulda hardly allow of prompt shipment, 
even if the ocean freight situation was not 
a strained one. Quotations for freight room 
have, 4n ‘fact, operated as a deterrent 
feature on this export business. 

“General distributive trade afpears to 
have suffered from bad weather conditions 
this week, which have interfered with reg- 
ulur business and deliveries, but on the oth- 
er hand has induced considerable buying 
of boots and shoes, rubber goods and heavy 
clothing at many markets. 

“The situation at-the south is rather more 
favorable than for some time past, this re- 
sulting mainly from the abrogation of many 
senseless quarantine regulations as a result 
of the advance of the frest line southward 
toward the gulf. Some important changes 
In the situation of textile goods and par- 
ticularly cotton and woo] products appear 
to be impending. Rather more firmness has 
been imparted to the former staple, frost 
checking further growth of the plant in the 
pouth, and the establishment at Fall River 
of the long expected and often threatened 
joint selling ageney for print cloths and 
similar goods has affected the price of those 
products quite materially. 

“In woo! and woolen goods, too, signs of 
improvement are a trifle more numerous. 

“The foreign trade situation is about as 
described jast week except that the large 
decreases in a few leading exports have 
been partly made up by inere ased ship- 
ments of American manufactures, and the 
nine months’ figures point to a complete 
calendar year’s business in advance of all 
predecessors in volume of export trade. 
Our import trade begins to show slight in- 
creases over corresponding periods a year 
ago, and the substitution of dutiable for 
non-dutiable goods in this movement 
points to an easier position in the cus- 
toms situation. 

“Little change is noted in the fron and 
steel market, which, for some time past, 
continues quiet as regards new business, 
though the mills and foundries are still 
actively employed. The general industrial 
situation. continues favorable, employment 
quite generai.”’

It shows 
an increase for the week just closed of 
363,891 bales, against an increase of 281,828 
last vear and an increase of 250,957 in 1894. 

The total visible is 2,937,331, against 2,573,- 
44) last week, 2,160,522 .ast year and 2,955,313 
in 1884. Of this the total of the American 
is 2,749,331, against 2,346,440 last week, 1,984,- 
622 last year and 2,006,113 in 1894, and-of 
all other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, 
India, etc., 188,000, against 187,000 last week, 
176,000 last year and 349,200 in 1894. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows an increase compared with last week 
of 363, 891 bales, an increase compared with 
last vear of 776,809 and a decrease compared 
with 1894 of 17,982. 


Weekly Cotton Crop Statement. 


New Orleans, October 21.—Secretary Hes- 
ters weekly New Orleans cotton exchange

COLONEL T. W. BROOKS, OF POMO- 
ma, Cal., a pioneer of Atlanta, after an “é. 
sence of forty-five years, returns to 3 
beyhood home. 

His life in the far west has been one 
of romance and hazard, mingied with pros- 
perity and adversity, hostility ard peace, 
at times in the frozen north and at other 
thmes in the heated regions of Arizona and 
Death Valley, and at all times interested 
in mining, except when fighting Indians. 

A representative of The Constitution in- 
terviewed Colonel Brooks, and upon being 
asked his native state, he promptly replied 
‘the state of Georgia, and Atlanta my 
cherished home which, upon returning here, 
fills me with happy recollections of my 
youthful days.”’ 

“How long eince you left the city?” 

“About forty-five years.” 

“Thé city at that time was in its in- 
fancy?” 

“Indeed, it was but a baby town, and 
when I first knew it it was but a cross- 
roads place, nestled in a forest, surround- 
ed by a dozen hills and gulleys, and was 
called Terminus. Peachtree and Decatur 
streets were then the roads, and where 
now stands the Norcross block was one 
of the crossroad corners. Later it was 
ealled Marthasville, and stil later it was 
. known as Whitehall. After the building of 
the first twenty miles of the Western and 
Atlantic, the old State road, from this place 
to Marietta and the arrival of the Georgia 
railroad and the Macon railroad, the place 
was then permanently christened Atlanta, 
and quickly grew to be an important and a 
great commercial center. The foundation 


was then laid for the great and grand city. 


it is today, with its fourteen railroads, 
dispatching 110 trains daily; your seventy 
miles of electric railway, your numerous 
and various machine shops and colleges 
make it a fountain of knowledge and a 
manufacturing center for the various wants 
of the country in a city of 120,000 popula- 
tion. 

‘TI well remember the expanse of thought, 
enterprise and energy of the old men of 
that day and how it has been followed by 
the younger boys of my age, who huve 
taken‘their place and have wisely pushed 
her onward and upward to such a ‘degree 
that its limits of greatness may be méas- 
ured by the unknown end of time. 

‘“There are as the venerable fathers Uncle 
Jchn Norcross, Uncle I. O. McDaniel, Colo- 
nel G. W. Adair, Uncle Weldon Mitchell, 
Hulsey, the jovial Dr. Thompson, Captain 
Loyd, Captain Dick Peters, Luther J. 
Gienn, Dr. Alexander and dozens of others 
who placed the designs upon the _ trestle 
beard that were executed by such younger 
craftsmen as Colonel Hulsey, John Silvey, 
Calvin Hunnicutt, James Ragsdale, Hearne, 
Wallace, Osborns, Malone, Edwards and 
hundreds of others who weré boys with 
myself. But of all, more honor and credit 
is due Messrs. Howell and Hemphiil, edit- 
ors of The Atlanta Constitution, the motive 
“power paper of the south, the headlight 
of the city and country, that has reflected 
the merits, beauty and grandeur of the 


city and country upon all intelligent people |; 


and nations on earth. 

“IT am only sad that the vacant places 
' made by those who have taken passage, 
hence from whence ro brother has re- 
turned are not here to greet me.” 

“Was your youthful venture to the west 
made alone?” “No, sir, my devoted 
friend, W. J. Masters, a most noble young 
man, was My comparion. He was a part- 
ner with Herron & Sons. Poor Billy, soon 
after his arrival in San Francisco, died of 
consumption, ard sixteen or eighteen years 
later, ona return visit to this city. I did 
not leave him behind. His remains are 
buried at ‘his boyhood home, the family 
cemetery in Henry county.” 

“Have your travels been extensive in the 
west?” “They certainly have been. I was 
jlead on by a passionate fondness or ad- 
miration of the grandeur and beauty of 
nature, nature’s God, to probe the deepest 
earthquake gashes, deepest canyons ard 
highest volcanic peaks. 

“I love nature and to read the indelibly 
printed book, God's truthful handwriting. 
The danger and hardships attending ex- 
plerations gives it a spicy flavor and in- 
creasing appreciaticn and more and more 
of advantages. I am quite familiar wita 
the entire west, and al] the mineral dis- 
tricts from Chile and Alaska. 

“Jn the early sixties I conducted a party 
of 18) men to the head of the Yukon 
river, northwest territory. It was a long 
journey, attended with many difficulties, 
traveling thousands of miles through a 
hazardous country, coming in contact with 
strange tribes of Indians, swimming Jakes 
and rivers, where no white man had been 
to build the bridges or ferry boats, and 
after an. absence of two and one-half years, 
enclosed in the winter wilderness of the 
previously unknown regions, excluded from 
the intelligent world, that we neither saw 
the face of a white woman, or did we re- 
ceive or read a paragraph of either writ- 
ten or printed matter from the outer word; 
we returned to Montana, where we learned 
of the war and the destructive effects cf 
life and property. The party of 1” men 
were reduced to nine, four killed by In- 
dians, five drowned, the remainder in 
small parties become demoralized from 
hard usage, went into Canada and off to 
the Pacific ocean.” 

“Was not the red man a serious obstacle 
tothe progress of the white man?”

has been a terror to progress and civiliza- |

| tion, and the life of the white man where- 


ever found, His innate nature has been 
proven by, acts of torture, murder, rapine 
from the time of Penn and Sir Henry's 
treaty with the Mohawks to the present 
murder of Major Wilkinson. 

“The tribes most stubborn and difficult 
to subdue were the Yogue Rivers of Ore- 
gon, Bannocks of Idaho, the Sioux of Mon- 
tana, White Rivers of Colorado, Com- 
manches of Texas, and the Apaches of 
Arizona and New Mexico, and of ali tribes 
the Apaches are capable of a greater de- 
gree of barbarity, effecting more excru- 
clating pain to their captives, surpassing 
the ‘cultivated demons of hell. A sample 
of their atrocious acts, such for instance 
as extracting with blunted knives unborn 
babes from living mothers, skinning the 
bottoms of men’s feet, divesting fheir cap- 
tives of all clothing, suspending them by 
the feet to the branches of musquete trees, 
head down, and placing small fires beneath, 
that the greatest torture might be effecied. 
I might numerate many of their ‘hellish 
modes of torture, but of this horrible tort- 
ure enough has been sald. 

“My conscience smites me not at the 
many that have fallen at tme crack of my 
gun. I sought the informal commission 
of a colonel under General Cook, the most 
noble official and the most successful In- 
dian. fighter of the west, that I might bet- 
ter be able to serve my country and do 
justice to each, the white man and the red 
man.” 

“Do you propose making an extended 
visit with your friends before returning?’ 

“My visit wil) be brief—in fact, it is only 
a stop-off to visit my only sister, Mrs. 
McGaughey, her family and a prother at 
Palmetto, and I may never return to Cali- 
fornia again. I am on my ‘way to Tegu- 
cigalpas, Honduras, Central America.” 

“Wihat are the incentives that induce 
you to go to that country?’ 

“I may briefly state that it is gold; it is 
the minerals and metals of Olancho coun- 
ty. of that republic. I go there at the 
solicitation of a friend to take exclusive 
control of 457,600 acres of mineral] land for 
the purpose of developing and disposing of 
the same as my better judgment may ai- 
rect.” ‘ 

“Do you consider the inducements very 
great?’ 

“IT certainly do, and from the report given 
me by American and French engineers and 
the owners of the property, also one Mr.

FARMERS BORROW 


MARKING PAINT 


Merchants at Wadley, Ga., Think All 
Railroads Should Furnish It. 


CENTRAL DOES NOT THINK SO 


State Railroad Commission Admits 
That It Has No Jurisdiction. 


LOCAL FREIGHT DEPOTS CLOSE AT 5 P. M. 


The Stillmore Railroad’s President 
Raised an Interesting Point Over 
a Shipment.

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° The early closing movement has 
@ been meeting with general approval 
@ with the roads. 
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PERMISSION HAS BEEN GRANTED 
by the state railroad commission for all 
the local freight depots in the city to close 
at 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The request for permission was made by 
Mr. Garner, of the Southern railway, rep- 
resenting the Local Freight Agents’ Asso- 
ciation. The freight depots will be open at 
7 o’clock in the morning and continue open 
until 5 p..m., the agents having ggreed 
not to close during the dinner hour. 

Some of the merchants of Wadley, Ga., 
requested the state railroad commission to 
require railroads to furnish paint and 
brushes for marking cotton, The mer- 
chants stated that. the farmers brought 
their cotton into town and expected them 
to furnish the material for marking. 
Messrs. Evans & Donovan, of Wadley, 
wrote to Superintendent Moise, of the Cen- 
tral, at Savannah, asking him to furnish 
the marking material. He replied that it 
would be discrimination if the company 
furnished paint and brushes at Wadley and 
didn’t furnish them at other points, and to 
furnish them at all stations would require 
a large supply. The commission replied 
to the request of the Wadley merchants 
that it was not within the jurisdiction of 
the board to require the railroads to pro- 
vide paint for marking cotton. 

A letter was received by the railroad 
eommissioners a few days ago asking them 
f they had any control over rates from 
Alabama into Georgia, and if not, what 
could be done to get the rate on bricks 
reduced. The correspondent wanted to 
know if there was such an institution as 
the interstate commerce commission, and if 
50, what its powers were. He stated that 
he had been charged $35 per car on bricks 
from Eufaula, Ala., to Sylvester, Ga., and 
added: “I think this charge is outrageous.”’ 
He said that he had in times past shipped 
from Macon to Sylvester, a shorter dis- 
tance, for $18.90 per car. The commission 
replied it had no control over the rates 
from Alabama to Georgia, as that is inter- 
state commerce, and he'was referred to the 
interstate commerce commission at Wash- 
ington, ’ 

President George M. Brinson, of the Still- 
more railway, made complaint to the gtate 
commission against the Southern railway, 
charging that it had refused to handle a 
Shipment of chairs from Marietta consign- 
ed to Stiiimoré by Helena and Collins. The 
commission asked Mr. Haiden Miller, the 
Southern’s assistant general freight agent 
here, for an explanation. He replied that 
he presumed the consignee at Stillmore 
would expect as low a rate by the Southern 
railway as he could get over any other 
route. The Georgia »=u=d Alabama had re- 
fused to put in x rate with the Southern 
between Helena and Collins. The Southern 
was willing to carry the freight and to 
charge only its regular proportion, but the 
Georgia and Alabama wouid require the 
full local from Helena to Collins, where 
the Stillmore railway connected with the 
Georgia and Alabama, and this would in- 
crease the total rate. 

The commissioners replied to Mr. Brinson 
that they could not compel the Georgia 
and Alabama to put in through rates in 
connection with the Southern and could not 
therefore require the Southern to take the 
shipment for Stillmore. 
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TAKING OFF QUARANTINE. 


Memphis Throws Her Gates Open to 
the World. 

Memphis raised her quarantine yésterday 
afternoon and telegrams were sent out 
over the’ country announcing that the 
city’: gates were wide open. 

The Southern railway resumed service 
last night. between Chattanooga and Mem- 
phis and between Birmingham and Mem- 
phis and Birmingham and Greenville, Miss. 
The Southern’s lines are ail open this 
morning: everywhere, and it is presumed 
that the Louisville and Nashville and ‘other 
roads in the south will be open in a day 
or two. The advices from southern Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana last night were that 
a killing frost was expected: Texas has 
had a strict quarantine on against New 
Orleans, which cut off through travel and 
business to the west by that gateway, but 
that will not last much longer. 

While the outbreak of fever threatened 
at one time to be very serious and the 
quarantine regulations did interfere with 
commerce, the railroads have not suffered 
so badly as they did a year ago. The effect 
of railway stocks was bad. Southern rail- 
way common declined $5 a share on the 
fever news and Louisville and Nashville 
declined nearly as much.

He Was One of Most Widely Known 
of the Southern’s Employees. 
Alex Kelley, a colored porter in the ser- 
vice of the Southern railway, died suddenly 
yesterday afternoon in Mr. J. 8. B. Thomp- 
son's private car at the union passenger 

station. 
Kelley was a faithful, honest, respectable 


and respected colored man and had many 


white friends. He had traveled all over the 
United States and Mexico and was known 
from one end of the land to the other. He 
had been in railway seagyice on different 
SyStems for years and®he knew almost as 
many general officers of American rail- 
Ways as any railway official He was a 
fine chef and only a few weeks ago Gen- 
eral Brooke made him an offer to go to 
Porto Rico as steward. Kelley was from 
Virginia originally. He was in the employ 
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of the Georgia Pacific, attached to Super- | 


intendent Ryder’s office for several years. 
Later he came to Atlanta and was with 
the Capital City Club for a while. He had 
Been with Mr. Barbour Thompson, assist- 
ant general superintendent of the Southern 
raijway, for three or four years. He owned 
property in Birmingham and Atlanta and 
was weij to do. 

Last summer he had d slight stroke of 
paratysis and yesterday afternoon while 
preparing the car for a trip over the sys- 
tem, had-another stroke which caused al- 
most instant death.

| MAYOR MAY VETO THE PAPERS. 


Has Not Yet Signei the Documents 
Granting Franchises to the 
Consolidated. 

The final settlement of the franchise fight 
between the Consolidated and the Atlanta 
railway companies rests with Mayor Collier 
unless the matter is taken to the courts. 
He has signed the papers passed by council 
givirg franchises to the Atlanta company, 
but has not yet affixed his signature to 

the Consolidated papers. 

There is doubt, it is said, as to whether 
Mayor Collier will approve the action of 
council granting the Consolidated rights of 
way. The transfer question is at the bot- 
tom of it. The grant to the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company requires that company to 
give transfers. No such requirement is 
made of the Consolidated. This is why the 
aldermanic board, at the instance of Al- 
derman Mitchell, held up the Consolidated 
report last Wednesday immediately after 
council had passed it. 

Mr. Mitchell called on the mayor yester- 
day and urged him to veto the Consolidated 
papers on the grounds the city had just as 
much right to demand transfers of this 
company as the other. Mr. Mitchell is a 
warm advocate of transfers, and he be- 
lleves the construction of the new system 
of the Atlanta company and the competi- 
tion following will mean a transfer system 
on both roads. 

When seen last night Mayor Collier stated 
he had riot yet made up his mind what he 
would do with the Consolidated papers. He 
has until Tuesday in which to act, and 
there is no cause, he says, for haste. It is 
said a committee of citizens from the west 
side will call on the mayor and ask him 
to veto the Consolidated franchise.
